Cosmos: Hot find in the Arctic 

U.S. adventurers stumble on remnants of Soviet satellite 


EDMONTON (CP) - Two 
young U.S. adventurers on a 
private expedition across 
Canada’s sub-Arctic barrens 
stumbled across remnants of 
a fallen nuclear-powered So¬ 
viet spy satellite that has 
been the focus of a military- 
scientific search in the 
Northwest Territories for the 
last week. 

The metal fragments were 
found Saturday by Mike Mob¬ 
ley and John Mordhorst, 
members of an expedition 
headed by a former Brent 
wood College teacher. 

Robert Common, who or 
ganized the team, taught at 
the school from 1973 to 1976 

The fragments had gouged 
out a crater in the snow and 
ice on a river in the Thelon 
Game Sanctuary 1.500 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of here — 
vividly marking one of three 
locations where searchers 
said debris from the satellite 
had been definitely identi¬ 
fied. 

At the other two locations, 
radiation has been detected 
by instruments, but debris 
has not yet been visually 
found. They arc near each 
other about 25 kilometres 
north-northwest of the tiny 


community of Fort Reliance, 
on the northeastern tip of 
Great Slave Lake. A ground 
search of the Fort Reliance 
area, by foot and on snowmo¬ 
bile. started Monday. 

The Cosmos-954 satellite, 
carrying about 100 pounds of 
enriched uranium, plummet¬ 
ed from orbit early last Tues¬ 
day. It was tracked into an 
area stretching 700 kilo¬ 
metres from the northeastern 


tip of Great Slave Lake to 
Baker Lake. 

The satellite’s drop to earth 
in Canada’s sparsely inhabit 
ed North touched off an aerial 
search with sophisticated 
electronic radiation-detec¬ 
tion equipment. 

The search, Operation 
Morning Light, is a Canadi 
an-controlled effort involving 
Hercules cargo aircraft, heli¬ 
copters and Canadian Forces 


nuclear accident support 
teams. Most of the detection 
equipment came from the 
U.S.. as did more than 100 
scientists and technicians. 

The search force, with its 
operational headquarters at 
CFB Namao, faced the gar 
gantuan task of finding satel¬ 
lite debris over a virtually 
unpopulated area the size of 
Switzerland 

The detection gear on the 


Hercules aircraft did zero in 
on radiation levels that indi¬ 
cated possible deferis sites. 
But it was two men on a dog 
sled — both unaware that a 
satellite had fallen — who 
found the first pieces of the 
shattered Soviet space vehi¬ 
cle.

President Carter promised 
Monday in Washington to ask 
the Soviet Union not to send up 
any more atomic satellites 
like the one that fell on Cana¬ 
da and said “we would be glad 
to forego the deployment of 
any such satellites altogeth¬ 
er.” 

And in Ottawa. Defence 
Minister Barney Danson indi¬ 
cated Monday that the Soviet 
Union would be asked to pay 
the costs of recovering the 
satellite’s debris.

A spokesman for those pre¬ 
senting the championships 
said Monday delicate nego¬ 
tiations were being carried 1 ^ 
out with the Telecommunica¬ 
tions Workers Union in the 
hope that arrangements 
could be made for the extra 
installations. Union officials 
were not available for com¬ 
ment. 

Exceptions have been 
made by the union in cases of 
“special” need. 

Most of the extra equip¬ 
ment is required to accom 
modate the small army of 
media representatives on 


hand for the national compe¬ 
titions. 

The spokesman denied a 
report that Premier Bennett 
had betn approached fpr a 
solution to the problemv^ut 
said government officials had 
been contacted. The answer 
was brief and to the point:

Negotiators from the TWU

Danson said the owners, 
knowing the terms of the trea¬ 
ty, “will meet their responsi¬ 
bilities as was indicated by 
the Soviet ambassador to the 
department of externa) af¬ 
fairs.” 

After the satellite crashed 
to earth last Tuesday, the So¬ 
viets offered to send technical 
help to Canada to aid efforts to 
find any debris from the 
spacecraft, but the offer was 
not accepted. 

President Carter, calling 
for more rigid precautions 
among all countries, said the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union should try lo develop a 
“sure-fire” safety system to 
keep such nuclear-powered 
satellites from falling to earth 
or into the atmosphere. 

“If we cannot evolve those 
fail-safe methods, then I think 
there ought to be a total prohi¬ 
bition against earth-orbiting 
satellites.” Carter said. ”1 
would favor at this moment an 
agreement with the Soviets to 
prohibit earth-orbiting satel¬ 
lites with atomic or radiation 
material in them.” 

Carter said the Russians 
had told him their satellite 
was designed -.to lae destroyed 
during its fall and that it 
would not explode. 

Danson also said Monday in 
Ottawa that the national de¬ 


fence department and the 
Atomic Energy Control 
Board, a federal regulatory 
agency, would share respon¬ 
sibility for the removal and 
cleanup of debris in the North. 

National defence will pro¬ 
vide the manpower while the 
AECB will direct “radiologi¬ 


cal cleanup operations at j|he 
impact sites.” United States 
agencies are also expected to 
continue to provide support. 

Other government agencies 
involved in a federal-provin¬ 
cial task force on radioactivi 
ty may be invited to assist, the 
minister said.

Prisoners’ goodwill 
for food, cigs, drugs 


NEW WESTMINSTER. 
B.C. (CP) — Five hostage- 
takers at the British Colum 
Penitentiary were given 
food, cigarettes .and another 
dose of the drug demerol 
Monday night, said RCMP 
Superintendent Bruce North- 
orp. 

The prisoners were holding 
10 hostages in the visiting 
area of the 100-year-old feder¬ 
al maximum-security instilu 
tion. 

Northorp said 100 miligram 
doses given to each prisoner 
were supervised by a doctor, 
a condition that led to a slow¬ 
down in negotiations earlier 
in the day. Demerol is a nar 
cotic that alleviates pain 
without loss of consciousness. 

Northorp said that after the 
drugs were provided a meet¬ 
ing was scheduled with two of 
the prisoners. 

The prisoners were given 
two doses of demerol Sunday, 
the first one in exchange for 


the release of two hostages. 
The 100 mg dosage, said a 
spokesman for Vancouver 
(General Hospital, was not a 
large amount. 

Asked what pplice received 
In exchange for the food and 
drugs Monday. Northorp re¬ 
plied: ‘‘Good faith from 
them.” 

Northorp said the prisoners 
came ouf one at a time to a 
table in an open area near the 
steps of the prison's main 
block. 

“They do a little routine 
like we do: take off our jack¬ 
ets and do a 360-degree circle 
to show we’re not armed.” he 
said. 

The doctor also looked at a 
wound on prisoner Andy 
Bruce’s lower left leg and 
checked a wound in another 
prisoner's palm.

Girl in ‘bad place, bad time’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Alan Wildgrube of Richmond 
says he has not been notified 
by police or prison officials 
about his daughter being held 
hostage at the British Colum 
bia Penitentiary. 

Mary Wildgrube, 22, tele¬ 
phoned her father Saturday 
from the maximum-security 


prison after 13 hostages were 
taken in a visiting room by 
five prisoners following an 
aborted breakout. 

“I don't know what she w as 
doing there," Wildgrube said. 
“She's in a bad place at a bad 
time — those guys play for 
keeps.” 

The 13 hostages had not 


been identified by police, but 
a relative of one of the hos¬ 
tages telephoned a radio sta¬ 
tion and said the hostages 
were Ms. Wildgrube, prison 
ers Robert Dejarlais and 
Dennis Hailes (not involved 
in the escape bid), and visi¬ 
tors Lauri England. Betsy 
Wood. Gay Hoon. Sandra 
Midley, Lauri Hailes (wife of 


Dennis Hailes), Patti Araki. 
Katherine Saumer. Heather 
Bauer, Joy Atkinson and 
Dennis Lavalle. 

Wildgrube said his daugh 
ter was able to phone him 
from inside the prison before 
Canadian Penitentiary Ser¬ 
vice officials cut off outside 
calls. 


dian Penitentiary Service for 
delays in replying to requests 
from two of the hostage- 
takers to be transferred to 
Archambault Prison at Ste.

“This is totally false and 
unfounded,” he said, explain 
ing that negotiators received 
such replies “within three 
hours.” 

Northorp said the two pris¬ 
oners, who were not identi¬ 
fied, had tentatively accepted 
a transfer lo MHIhaven Pris¬ 
on near Kingston, Ont. 

“We have had excellent co¬ 
operation from the Canadian 
Penitentiary Service, includ 
ing Ottawa.” he said, “and it 
disturbs me that such reports 
could emanate from that 
area as it may cause the hos¬ 
tage-takers to come to the 
belief that someone is fooling 
around with them and not 
being sincere.” 

Northorp did not specify as 
to the source of these reports 

The five prisoners, includ 
ing convicted murderer 
Bruce, attempted to escape 
from the visiting area of the 
prison Saturday, but failed 
They overpowered an un 
armed guard, then took 11 
visitors and two other prison 
ers as hostages. Three 
women hostages have since 
been released.

after the escape attempt 
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OTTAWA (CP) — Francis Fox, centre of one 
controversy after another during his 16 months as 
solicitor-general in Prime Minister Trudeau’s cabi 
net, announced his resignation Monday after admit 
ting he illegally helped a woman get an abortion. 

The tall, curly-haired MP, at 38 the youngest in 
cabinet, said in a short, emotional Commons state 
ment that he had “a brief Mason with a married 
woman” a few years ago. 


“She subsequently applied 
and secured the required per¬ 
mission for a therapeutic 
abortion.” 

Fox said he signed (he 
name of her husband on the 
document admitting her to 
hospital, and that this fact 
“has become known in the 
last few days.” 

As a result, he said, he 
discussed the matter with 
Trudeau and resigned laM 
Friday. 

Trudeau told reporters out¬ 
side the House that Fox did 
not quit because there was a 
chance he would be black¬ 
mailed. 

Fox entered the Commons 
quickly, surrounded by aides 
and friends, made his short 
statement, then made a hur 
ried exit to a waiting car. 

There had been speculation 
shortly before he made his 
statement that Fox might re 
sign either on grounds of ill 
health or over yet another 
round of controversy involv¬ 
ing illegal RCMP activities. 

As solicitor general, he was 
responsible fdr the national 
police force at a time when 
they have been under attack 
for illegal break-ins and other 
acts. Currently, there are two 
inquiries into the force, one a 
national royal commission 
under Alberta Judge David 
McDonald, the other a Que¬ 
bec inquiry led by lawyer 
Jean Keable. 

A spokesman for the Ke¬ 
able inquiry, when told of 
Fox's resignation declined all 
comment. 

Fox. a lawyer and former 
lecturer in law at the Univer 
sity of Montreal, was mar 
ried in 1965 to the former 
Jean Pennefather. They had 
one son, and have since se¬ 
parated. \ 

Fox’s mother. Pauline Tas- 
chereau. is a member of a 
Quebec family that produced 
a premier of the province and 
a Supreme Court of Canada 
chief justice. 

Trudeau, who rarely 
speaks to reporters except at 
formal news conferences, 
said shortly after Fox’s state¬ 
ment the incident made him 
“very sad.” 

He described the MP for 
the Montreal riding of Argen 
teuil-Deux-Montagnes as a 
“young, dynamic and intelli 
gent public servant.” 

In his statement Fox said 
he had instructed his lawyer 
to advise Ontario's attorney- 
general, Roy McMurtrv. “so 
that he may be apprised of 
the matter.” 

A spokesman for 
McMurtry said in a telephone 
interview that the attorney 
general had not yet bjt»en in 
formed. 

Fox’s resignation — he will 
be replaced temporarily by 
Justice Minister Ron Bas 
ford — comes at a particular¬ 
ly touchy time for the solici 
tor-general’s department. 

The solicitor-general is re 
sponsible for the federal pen 
niteniary system. Prisoners

Fox said the incident that 
prompted his resignation “in 
no way affected the work I 
undertook as solicitor-geher- 
al. nor was it known to any 
officials with whom f have 
worked.” 

“I deeply regret the diffi¬ 
culty my resignation may 
cause to the prime minister 
and my colleagues in the cab 
inct.” 

Fox’s resignation caught 
the Commons by surprise, 
and some MPs cried openly 
in the lobbies outside the 
chamber.

(ilen Landers. 31. was serving a 16-year sentence at 
Millhaven when be attempted to escape Oct. 27 with three 
other prisoners and was shot by a guard 
His handwritten will, found taped to his looker after his 
death, was admitted as an exhibit at the inquest. 

in it. Landers requested that his body be placed in an 
open coffin at his funeral. He said his enemies should be 
given a loaded shotgun and allowed to shoot five times 
until his b<tdy disintegrated. 

“Though this type of funeral may seem unorthodox, 
please understand there is the possibility of after-life or 
reincarnation,” the will said. 

“If so, 1 wish my body to be in so many pieces that l will 
never be put together again. 

“There is no way in the world that I would ever want 
to come back to this kind of life that I have lived because 
believe me it is the worst thing that could happen to 
anyone — to have to live in these nut houses all one's 
life."

.urges test ban 


PEKING (CP) — External 
Affairs Minister Don Jamie- 
soX toured the Forbidden City 
Mohday after appealing to 
China’s leader to play an ac¬ 
tive role in world disarma¬ 
ment talks. 

A spokesman said Jamie¬ 
son urged the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment to sign the nuclear 
test ban treaty and partici¬ 
pate in the United Nations 
disarmament session next 
May. 


Chinese leaders in the past 
have expressed little trust in 
disarmament talks and like 
India and France. China has 
refused to sign the nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty. 

Jamieson, who arrived in 
Peking on Sunday, conferred 
for two hours with Chinese 
Foreign Minister Huang Hua 
and then toured the celebrat¬ 
ed Forbidden City—the impe¬ 
rial palaces of the Chinese 


empire which collapsed in 
1911. 

Meanwhile. Chinese lead¬ 
ers decided how to reply to 
Jamieson today when he 
holds a second round of talks 
and meets with Chairman 
Hua Kuo-feng. successor to 
the late Mao Tse-tung. 

Jamieson, his wife, ad 
visers and journalists in¬ 
spected the serieg Vf'fcalaces 
in the 50-year-old compound, 
snapping pictures and exa¬ 


mining priceless works of 
art, ranging from a one-ton 
piece of carved jade to a mat 
woven of ivory strips. 

The imperial palaces were 
reported threatened during 
the cultural revolution of the 
1960s but were saved on 
Mao's personal orders. 

The spokesman said that 
Jamieson placed emphasis 
on disarmament because of 


Canadian concern over nucle¬ 
ar proliferation, illustrating 
this by reference to Canada s 
demand for tough safeguards 
before allowing exports of 
uranium for non-military 
use. 

Jamieson also referred to 
Canadian demands for 
stronger controls on nuclear- 
powered satellites following 
the discovery of debris of the 


Soviet Cosmos satellite In the 
Canadian North. Canada 
would like to get China's sup¬ 
port for the Canadian posi¬ 
tion. 

Referring to Ch(nese- 
American relations, Jamie¬ 
son observed that the United 
States wants to maintain a 
strong NATO while at the 
same time seeking detente 
with the Soviet Union. The 


Chinese suspect the Russians 
and want to see NATO 
strengthened as a deterrent 
against Soviet expansionism 
Touching on Chinese policy 
on the reunification of farm 
lies, the spokesman said Ja 
mieson told the Chinese he 
was pleased with progress so 
far and he hopes the program 
can be broadened and in 
creased. 


Blizzards batter Europe 


LONDON (AP) - Severe 
storms swept through parts 
of Europe during the week¬ 
end, bringing blizzards to 
northern Scotland, snow to 
the Italian Riviera and flash 
flooding to Venice and other 
Italian communities. 

Officials said seven per¬ 
sons were killed in Italy, two 
men drowned in British 
waters and 27 sailors from 
the Spanish fishing trawler 
Marbel were reported miss¬ 
ing off the Spanish coast. 

At an Italian Alps resort af* 
Pescegalla, the cook and the 
owner of a hotel were killed 
when a w'all of snow crashed 
into the building. Officials 
said a major disaster was 
averted because the hotel s 
usual weekend visitors were 
kept away by a heavy snow¬ 
fall the previous day. 

Three persons crossing a 
bridge over the River Marec- 
chia at Pesaro were pre¬ 
sumed drowned when the 
bridge collapsed in a storm 
plunging their car into the 
river. Officials reported Sat¬ 
urday that a motorist and 
a snowtractor driver died in 
separate snowslides. 

The usually tranquil, palm- 
dotted Italian Riviera and 
much of northwestern Italy 
were lashed by gale-force

CHICAGO (AP)-The Illi¬ 
nois Supreme Court dis¬ 
missed on Monday a suit filed 
by survivors of Second World 
War concentration camps 
who sought to bar a march by 
Nazis through Skokie, III. 

The suit, filed by the Survi 
vors of the Holocaust, argued 
that psychological and emo¬ 
tional scars caused by Im¬ 
prisonment in Nazi death 
camps would impell survi¬ 
vors to attend and attempt to 
halt the Nazi march, possibly 
by violent means. 

The court ruling was the 
second major victory in four 
days for the National Sofia 
list Party of America. The 
state Supreme Court ruled 
Friday that the Nazis have a 
right to parade and display 
swastikas in Skokie, a pre¬ 
dominantly Jewish suburb 
of Chicago. 

Friday’s ruling involved a 
suit filed by Skokie village 
officials that claimed the 
march would trigger vio¬ 
lence. The court ruled that 
Skokie residents were not im 
pelled to attend the Nazi 
rally. 

“This ruling is totally un¬ 
precedented,” said Jerome 
Torshen, lawyer for the sur¬ 
vivors. “The Supreme Court 
ordered dismissal without 
giving the plaintiffs a hear¬ 
ing, without reading the mo¬ 
tions, without considering the 
merits. 

“The court has denied the 
litigants the right to be 
heard.” He said he would ap¬ 
peal 

David Hamlin, executive 
director of the Illinois Ameri¬ 
can Ci\jl Liberties Union, 
which was defending the 
Nazis, said. “The court’s rul¬ 
ing is so strong that they’re 
saying they won’t rehear the 
suit. And the ruling is so 
strong it’s possible the U.S. 
Supreme Court will deny an 
appeal.” 

Skokie officials announced 
during the weekend that they 
will ask the state Supreme 
Court for a rehearing, and if 
that is denied, will appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

The Nazis have been trying 
to demonstrate for “White 
Power” in Skokie since last 
April. 

Hamlin said, he expects a 
U.S. District Court ruling 
soon on the constitutionality 
of three Skokie ordinances 
desighed to block the Nazi 
march. “The precedents now 
are that the 1st Amendment 
clearly protects the Nazis, so 
I’m confident the ordinances 
will be struck down.” 


winds, rain and snow. Rain 
and strong winds flooded the 
canal city of Venice raising 
waters to their highest level 
since 1969. and flash floods 
were reported in the Italian 
towns of Imperia and Savona. 

A tornado hit the Italian 
seaside resort of Ospedaletti 
on Saturday, tearing the 
roofs off scores of houses, 
uprooting trees and causing 
an estimated $1.1 million in 
damage, officials said. 

Eighty-five-centimetre 
snow piles blocked the main 
Vienna Rome railway. Early 
Sunday, rescuers reached 
about 100 passengers strand¬ 
ed overnight on a snow 
blocked train. 

A blizzard howled across 


parts of Scotland on Saturday 
and Sunday, stranding hun¬ 
dreds of motorists and train 
passengers in 60-metre drifts 
in what residents called the 
worst snowstorm in recent 
memory. 

Police used snowplows and 
eight Royal Air Force heli¬ 
copters to search for 
marooned people. At least 
two passenger laden trains 
became stuck in the snow 


Saturday and required assis¬ 
tance.

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T Spelling it out 
on citizenship 4 

THERE IS NO REASON why the Nishga people, 
or any other cultural group-within British Co¬ 
lumbia, should have special citizen status. It is 
good to see the provincial government state that 
position plainly. ^ 

It is also right that Allan Williams, the 
minister dealing with Indian affairs in British 
c olumbia, should make clear that his govern 
meni finds no validity in the concept of aborigi 
nal land rights. That’s a view which can be 
shared by most of the people of this province 
w ho. at the same time, can feel sympathy for the 
problems of the Indian people 

Just what is meant by aboriginal land claims 
has remained fuzzy — but if it means that the 
Indian people have some sort of inherited claim 
to land ownership in this province because they 
inhabited it before Europeans, it’s an argument 
which certainly isn’t convincing. 

In the first place, the Indian people were not 
here first. They displaced earlier societies, per 
baps people not unlike themselves, and there is 
no record of them bargaining aboriginal land 
rights in the process. History indicates land 
issues in those earlier times were settled with 
clubs and sharp rock. That’s not to say its the 
right way* but it does render the current legalis¬ 
tic Indian argument on aboriginal land rights 
rather hollow. 

Europeans imposed, by sheer weight of 
numbers, a radically different society on the 
Indian people of this province in the past couple 
of centuries. It has had a devastating effect on 
the life style of many of them — but it was done 
with at least some consideration for them 
(reserves, special hunting and fishing rights) 
and certainly more consideration than they gave 
the societies they over ran, as their own tribal 
histories make clear. 

History, just or otherwise, can t be altered 
What matters is what society today, through 
government, is doing to correct legitimate grie\ 
ances and deal with causes, not symptoms, of 
social problems. The provincial government’s 
position, as stated by Mr. Williams, is impres¬ 
sive here too. because it deals in some specific 
issues, cut-off land claims, resource manage 
rnent (not ownership) and environment protec¬ 
tion. expanding' participation in local govern 
ment. delivers of services, protection of culture, 
development of employment opportunities. 
These are all obviously legitimate grievances or 
practical matters the province says it is ready to 
discuss. The Nishga people should take- the 
government up on them right away. 

The minister strikes the most responsive 
chord when he says his major concerns are the 
poverty, the high child mortality, the high sui¬ 
cide rates, the sub standard homes on the Indian 
reserves. 

“We have a responsibility to redress these 
citizens. These are the issues of today and 
tomorrow.*’ he says.* 

Exactly. They are indeed. And why? Not 
because these people are Indian but because 
they are citizens, part of the Canadian society. 
That is reason enough. * 

Perhaps some Indian people need to be 
reminded as well that many of their social 
problems — alcoholism, child neglect, suicide 
rate, sub standard housing — stem from how 
they see themselves, how they treat themselves. 
Only they can change that.

A point has now been reached 
where key targets set for this yea* are 
the lowest in many years 

For the Kremlin. 1977 w as a difficult 
and disappointing year. Despite this 
fact, there was no apparent slowdown 
on Soviet military spending for all types 
of weapons and military forces 

A speech was made recently in the 
Kremlin saying that general efficiency 
must be improved sharply and that 
there is an urgent need to conserve 
energy and steel 

Already Soviet housewives have 
been told that there will be less meat in 
the shops. Consumer goods such a< 
cameras, carpets, refrigerators and 
automobiles will be in exceptionally 
whorl supply 

The Russians previously had very 
few of these household comiorts or aids 
because such a large percentage of the 
work force is engaged in military pro 
duct ion and such \ast sums of the gross 
national product go into ever larger 
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and more powerful armies, a fledgling 
but growing air force, and what has now 
become probably the strongest or sec¬ 
ond strongest navy in the world, with 
heavy emphasis on nuclear submarines 

In an effort to ease the situation, 
some Russian leaders have agreed to 
less rigid central planning and to per 
mitting some regional autonomy. 

No one seems to know exactly what 
the health of Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev is. He has been absent from 
important meetings of the Supreme So 
\ iet. At this moment there is little doubt 
that he is firmly in command and is, as 
Nikita Khrushchev used to say. "the 
most equal among equals.” 

His front row aisle seat on the Su 
premc Soviet dais has been left vacant a 
number of times recently. Neverthe » 
less, he continues to be highly praised 
by speakers and is given extensive cou 
\erage by the official Soviet-owned and 
directed newspapers, radio and TV sta 
lions

officially announced at 17.2 billon rubles 
(approximately $24 billion) for the sec 
ond year in a row. But Western observ 
ers with any knowledge of Russia put 
the actual figure many times higher 
There are all kinds of funds hidden in 
the Russian budget for military expeu^ 
ditures. Also, the tools of war are pro 
duced by cheap labor using materials on 
which there is no profit. 

Worker productivity was far below 
target last year, the smallest post 
World War increase, at 3.3 per cent. For 
the first 11 months of 1976, the actual 
productivity was listed officially as 4.2. 
although the minimum target was 4.8 
per cent. When the latest five-year plan 
was projected two years ago. the annual 
production growth figure was set up at 
six per cent. 

In a recent review of urgent needs in 
the Soviet Union, these were listed in 
Moscow: 

• Increased construction and use of 
railroads, which have received special 
censure for their failure to meet an 
oounced goals. 

• More new buildings and plants 

Nikolai Baibbakov, chief of the National 
Planning Agency, told the Supreme So 
viet, “we cannot tolerate any further 
loss of time in building plants ” His 
agency sets targets for the entire na 
rion. from butter and buttonhooks to 
bricks. * 
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• The grain crop has been disap¬ 
pointing and was estimated last month 
at 195.5 million tons, which means less 
fodder for cattle and poultry. Fish 
catches have decreased too. 

• The Soviets are more than ever 
dependent on small private plots of 
farming land, which produce as much 
as one-third of the entire food supply. In 
the past these were not permitted. The 
peasants were forced to join co-opera 
lives, which offered few if any of the 
incentives existing on a limited scale for 
the small private plots. 

Recently Pravda, the government's 
official organ, sharply criticized the 
production of steel, non-ferrous metals, 
timber, paper, building materials, coal 
and consumer industries for heavily 
substandard performance in the first 11 
months of last year. 

One of the reasons Russian food pro¬ 
duction falls frequently is that peasants 
are taken off the land and put into the 
factories to build more tanks, more 
artillery pieces, more airplanes, more 
ships and submarines, more missiles 
and more atomic bombs 

So, in effect, when the Russians buy 
vast quantities of grain, they are able to 
increase military production. Where 
grain is sold at less than world prices to 
Russia, in some instances it has been 
resold to other Communist countries at 
less than world prices to keep them 
subservient to the Kremlin. #

But it is easy to perceive 
something mythic in their re¬ 
lationship and to see Mr. 
Nixon as more demonic and 
Mr. Humphrey as more lumi¬ 
nous than either really was. 

Both men sought power, 
but Mr Humphrey always 
seemed to seek it to better 
purpose. When Nixon was 
hailing Communists. 
Humphrey was pressing civil 
liberties. Humphrey believed 
in the perfectibility of man. 
Nixon didn’t believe in the 
perfectibly of anybody. 
Humphrey wore his heart on 
his sleeve; Nixon inscribed 
his on tape and locked it in a 
vault. 

But in the crunch, the peo 
pie voted for Mr. Nixon. Per 
haps they didn’t believe in 
perfectibility either, but in 
the end neither did they be 
lieve in the depth of imper 
feetibillty to which Mr. Nixon 
sank when he lied and threw 
away his prize. The disgust 
that people felt then has now. 
in part at least, come back 
cleansed and has contributed 
to the extraordinary outpour¬ 
ing of love for a man to w hom 
they could never quite make 
amends 

And Richard Nixon was 
witness.

Unhitching

Amendments to the Ontario 
Negligence Act may make a 
contribution to stopping the 
practice of hitch-hiking. 

Formerly, if a driver was 
Involved in an accident and a 
non-paying passenger was in¬ 
jured, gross negligence had 
to be proved before a pas 
senger's claims for damages 
could be sustained. Now only 
negligence must be proved 

The distinction is small. It 
may make some drivers 
think twice before casually 
picking up strangers, but the 
final decision really rests 
with the insurance com 
panies. If they include prohi¬ 
bitive clauses against hitch¬ 
hikers in their policies, then 
the practice will receive Its 
death-blow. 

Hitch-hiking has always 
been a contentious 
isue . .. But police warnings 
have become more ominous 
as the number of rapes, rob¬ 
beries and even murders has 
increased The recent 
amendment to the ONA may 
serve, even in a small way, to 
discourage a practice which, 
although often pleasant, has 
become, in our times, dan¬ 
gerous 


WASHINGTON, D C. — As 
was widely publicized, last 
July President Carter 
dumped the B 1 — the all 
talking, singing, dancing 
bomber that was a technolog 
leal wonder, justifiably the 
pride and joy of its designers 
and the appie of the U.S. Air 
Force’s eye. A substitute pro¬ 
gram is in the mill. Contro¬ 
versy over the president’s de¬ 
cision Is petering out. Why 
then, post mortem a dead 
duck? 

Only for this ifery good rea¬ 
son: a possibility that the B-l 
was cut for a much more 
alarming reality than any¬ 
thing yet publicized. 

If Mr. Carter was to make 
good on his innovative pre 
election ideas for the coun¬ 
try, an expensive defence 
program, such as the B-l, 
was bound to be in trouble. 
Up-dated B-52s armed with 
cruise missiles, that seemed 
to offer a reasonable alterna¬ 
tive. put it in double jeopar 
dy. Moreover, since cutting 
the B-l was a well advertised 
election promise, only super¬ 
optimists could see a future 
for it. 

Nevertheless, during 
countdown on this critical de 
vision, leaks from close ad 
visers. Congress and the 
White House itself, seemed to 
indicate that all was not lost. 
As the fateful moment be 
came imminent, indicators 
were even more favorable. 
Little likelihood of a large 
production run, but enough to 
keep the program alive. 

However, with no change 
whatsoever in the scuttlebutt, 
the axe fell; complete can¬ 
cellation. with cost the osten¬ 
sible reason. 

Apart from the B-1 pro 
gram, the president was 
faced with exploiting cruise 
missile technology; deciding 
on an expensive mobile mis¬ 
sile (MX) program to “pre 
serve integrity of the U.S. 
missile force until the end of 
the century;” and routine up 
grading of conventional 
forces to counter a relentless 
. increase in Communist 
counterparts. So. the enor 
mous cost of the B-l had to be 
an important factor in chop¬ 
ping it. 

On the other hand. Individ¬ 
ual price tags for these de 
fence requirement s had a I 
ready been well debated and 
documented. So a man like 
Mr. Carter would hardly 
have required the time taken 
to make up his mind, if total 
cost of this package alone 
was his principal concern. 
Some people toss off his ap¬ 
parent soul-searching and the 
hopeful rumors as simply an 
act to save face on a bit¬ 
terly disputed election pro¬ 
mise. But it just isn’t in 
Jimmy Carter’s Southern 
Baptist character to orches¬ 
trate such a charade. 

A third, and highly proba¬ 
ble explanation for the sur¬ 
prise decision, could be that 
when Mr. Carter came to 
grips with the strategic pic¬ 
ture. he was confronted with 
a startling new considera¬ 
tion 


On this possibility we know 
that for some time previously 
certain intelligence dopes 
ters were trying to make the 
point that the Soviets were 
well advanced with a major 
effort on space warfare tech 
nology. However, the U.S. 
“defenceestablishment” was 
apparently not Impressed 
with the evidence — despite 
the fact that unilateral suc¬ 
cess in this league could be 
the highly destabilizing abili¬ 
ty to destroy objects in space, 
such as spy satellites and. 
murh more significantly, 
ballistic missiles. 

The U.S. has naturally 
being doing its own investiga 
lions on space warfare. But. 
possibly with a sense of ulti¬ 
mate security based on supe¬ 
rior technology. she has been 
doing so with little sense of 
urgency and thus far hadn’t 
uncovered anything to war¬ 
rant a change of pace So 
(here was this basis for skep¬ 
ticism about reported Soviet 
achievements. With his Im¬ 
pressive technical back¬ 
ground, you’d expect Defence 
Secretary Brown at least to 
keep an open mind on any 
such alarming intelligence. 
But in this instance, indica¬ 
tions are that he has been a 
classic victim of the N.I.H. 
(not invented here) psycholo 
gy 

But President Carter Is 
something else. With a per 
sonal relationship and high 
regard for the bane of “de¬ 
fence establishment" think 
ers. Admiral Rickover. it Is 
entirely likely that he would 
look at such intelligence 
more objectively. Add this to 
the certainty that he had fin¬ 
ally been briefed on suspect¬ 
ed Soviet achievements, be 
fore he made the B-l an¬ 
nouncement, and we may 
have the real reason for his 
agonizing re appraisal and 
ultimate decision 

Cost of the B-l was stag 
gering by itself. But com¬ 
bined with that for cruise 
missiles, the MX. etc., and an 
unanticipated effort to over¬ 
take a Soviet lead in space 
warfare, the total would 
amount to a nightmare for 
any president. Naturally Mr 
Carter couldn’t acknowledge 
the space warfare aspect of 
his B-l decision. To do so 
would be an admission that 
the much vaunted U.S. spy 
satellite system wasn't effec 
live. It wodld also have 
thrown the country into a 
tizzy, and upset his whole 



game-pian for dealing with 
the Soviets. 

While this scenario ia ad 
mittedly speculative, it Is 
based on a study of well docu 
menied Intelligence and 
more remarkable leaks on 
the president’s reaction to it 
Moreover. In September, 
there were two announce 
ments that add enormously to 
its credibility. 

The first, on September 23 
was that “the U.S had quiet 
ly decided to build a weapon 
that could destroy Soviet sat 
ellites in space,” and that 
“this policy decision repre 
sent* a giant step towards 
building weapons for deter 
ring and, if that fails, fighting 
a war in space.” 

Insiders have long known 
that the U.S.S.R. had an in¬ 
tensive program on satellite 
killers. Knocking out intelli 
gence satellites would natu 
rally alert an opponent to the 
potential of an attack. But to 
attack the U.S. would make 
no sense unless the aggressor 
had protection from incom 
ing retaliatory missiles 
(launched on early warning 
from loss of “eyes In the 
sky”). However, with an anti 
satellite and an anti-missile 
capability to boot, an aggre* 
sor could hold the U.S. ho* 
tage to many forms of attack 

Also In September (and al 
though again old hat to many 
people). Secretary Brown an 
nounred that “the Soviets 
have four new ICBMs under 
development, are continuing 
work on their mobile SS-16. 
and are modifying four other 
missiles. F^xactly why they 
are pushing so hard to im 
prove their strategic capabil 
ity is uncertain.’ 

Even though the sec ret an 
may be excused for "uncer 
tainty” on why the Soviets 
are engaged in such a pro 
gram, he should be fired if he 
isn’t absolutely certain about 
one frightening implication 
coupled with a dominant lead 
in space warfare It could — 
according to the reasoning 
noted above — give the So 
viets an unassailable first 
strike potential, and thus un 
acceptable political leverage 
not only vis a vis the U.S.. but 
w ith all other nations as well

Police lay groundwork 
for peaceful co-existence

'Positive discrimination' 

Blacks get preference in jobs 


TV borough of Camden, a 
dingy, almost squalid area of 
London, has touched .off a 
stir with the announcement 
that it plans to practise “posi 
tive discrimination." 

In other words the borough, 
when hiring, will give prefer¬ 
ence to members of its large, 
black immigrant population. 

Camden is a black oasis in 
a cone of upper-class afflu¬ 
ence. To one side lies Re¬ 
gent's Park. On the other are 
the expensive Nash terraces 
of St. John’s Wood. 

A policy statement by the 
borough council, adopted at 
its last meeting, says: “The 
council now recognizes that a 
passive policy of non dis¬ 
crimination in itself will not 
be sufficient to break the 
cycle of deprivation and so 
guarantee equal opportune 
lie* for members of ethnic 
minority groups ”

Alan Evans, head of the 
staff and management com 
mittee which initialed the 
policy, explains that the aim 
is equal opportunity across 
the board 

“If two persons of equal 
ability apply for a job and one 
is white and one is Indian, 
Pakistani, West Indian or 
Gujarati, then I would ap¬ 
point from the second 
group/’ he said. 

Colored workers, he said, 
are under represented 
among the council’s 7,000 em¬ 
ployees. 

The council particularly 
wants colored personnel as 
social workers, housing liai 
son officers, interviewers, es¬ 
tate managers, environ¬ 
mental health officers and II 
brarians, areas in which it 


feels they can bring specia 
lized knowledge. 

The result has been such 
uneasy headlines as in The 
Times: “Council plans to dis¬ 
criminate against whites.’’ 

The Evening Standard says 
“Camden puts blacks first in 
jobs queue.” 

In an editorial. The Times 
says “Camden steps out too 
far” and comments that 
black favoritism is consonant 
with the council’s announced 
policy of “positive discrimi¬ 
nation” but is incompatible 
with non-discrimination and 
makes a lie of the council s 
advertised claim of being “an 
equal-opportunity employ¬ 
er.” 

Both unemployment— 
there are 1.5 million out of 
work in Britain—and immi¬ 


gration. particularly black 
immigration, are shaping up 
as prime issues for a general 
election which is likely this 
year. 

Right wing groups ha\e 
linked the issues by declaring 
that black immigrants are 
“taking our jobs.” 

The Camden stand, experts 
say. may prompt some em¬ 
ployers of an opposite philos¬ 
ophy to say, “Right, they’re 
looking after the blacks, we’ll 
look after the whites.” 

Gwyneth Williams, leader 
of the Conservative opposi¬ 
tion on the Labor-dominated 
borough council, has suggest¬ 
ed—In place of “positive dis¬ 
crimination”—improved vo¬ 
cational training 

“Saying we will accept a 
colored person for job but w e 
would not accept a white per 
son is just as bad as the other 
way around,” she said.

A black carnival In London s Nottlng Hill district 
suddenly turns ugly. An anti-immigrant march In 
l^ewisham by the neo-fascist National Front clashes 
with leftist counter demonstrators. 

Fortunately, such scenes of violence are rare In this 
increasingly multiracial metropolis. But they are 
outw ard signs of grow ing tension in some of the city’s 
deprived areas between the white majority and immi 
grants from the West Indies and the Indian subconti 
nent. 

To defuse the tension and to bridge the gap between 
the communities, the Metropolitan Police force is 
developing a vigorous community-relations program. 

“Good community relations are a prerequisite of 
police effectiveness,” says an annual report signed 
two years ago by outgoing police commissioner Sir 
Robert Mark. . * 


Chief Inspector Ted Crew is one of the community 
liaison officers assigned to each of the 26 divisions of 
the Metropolitan Police force, under the over all su¬ 
pervision of Commander John Thornton at New Scot¬ 
land Yard. 

His bailiwick is Southwark, a long, narrow borough 
south of the Thames extending from the depressed 
dock area of Rolherhithe through Peckham and Cam¬ 
berwell to the rich stockbroker belt of Dulwich. Peck 
ham is the centre of the West Indian immigrant 
community on this borough, as Brixton is of the 
neighboring borough of Lambeth. 

On a typical day Crew may be spending the morning 
with the director of social services for Southwark, 
taking a sandwich to a church crypt to join a 
lunch club of community workers, sitting as his desk 
in Camberwell police station ^viewing cases in the 
afternoon (he also heads the juvenile bureau), then 
rushing off to a Peckham settlement house to chat with 
new youth workers, including blacks. He has been 
doing this work for four years and obviously loves it. 

“So mucirof police work is concerned with today and 
tomorrow,” he said during a recent interview between 
appointments. “We are a kind of instant serv ice. It’s 
only community relations work that really looks many 
years ahead. What we do now may not bear fruit until 
10 years later." 


That is why Crew devotes much of his time to 
contacts with local schools, especially those schools 
with a high proportion of black pupils. He recognizes, 
quite frankly, that most black youngsters view police 
with hostility. 

In recent years the Metropolitan Police have active¬ 
ly recruited among the black community, but the total 
of Asian and West Indian officers still is less than 80 in 
a force numbering 22,430 at the end of last year. Blacks 


who join the police force are often regarded by their 
Jellow immigrants as having gone over to the enemy. 

Crew thinks the reasons are not so much racial as 
economic. Blacks find it more difficult to find jobs 
than whites. Their level of education is frequently 
lower. In bad times, they are the first to be dismissed. 


Youth unemployment is even higher. The crime rate 
among blacks is higher than among whites, and there 
is a tendency for the police to he more suspicious of 
blacks than of whites. It is a vicious circle. 

To break it. Crew looks for as many opportunities as 
possible to meet young blacks in a non-conflict situa¬ 
tion. That means visits to schools, to youth clubs, to 
community events. It means helping youngsters try 
for the Duke of Edinburgh awards scheme — a 
competition designed to encourage young people to 
learn about public service. 

Crew and his staff have 26 secondary schools, and 11 
special schools to take care of. They talk about their 
jobs, they show police equipment, they engage older 
children in discussion of drugs, of child abuse, of crime 
and its punishment. 

“Young people are much shrewder than we realize,” 
he says. “When they ask us, ‘Do policemen beat 
people? Are there corrupt policemen?’ it would be daft 
to say no.” He explains that there have been corrupt 
policemen, there have been policemen who beat up 
suspects. Then he tries to put the whole thing in per¬ 
spective. 


In most cases, he says, he finds youngsters fair- 
minded enough to recognize what the police are trying 
to do —to protect the great mass of law-abiding 
citizens from the criminal action of a few. 

“We are your police,” said Constable Derek 
Blake, one of Crew’s team, during a social studies 
session with a circle of black and white teen-agers. 
“You pay our wages. Here’s your chance to ask what 
makes us tick.” 

The youngsters, stiff at first, soon are asking when 
and under what circumstances a policeman might be 
justified in arresting a suspect, what procedures he 
was required to follow. 

Blake, a 25-vear veteran, answered each question 
courteously and in detail 

That scene, repeated in dozens of classrooms 
throughout Southwark, is what gives Ted Crew hope 
that, however difficult the present transitional phase 
in police relations with immigrant communities, the 
groundwork is being prepared for genuinely fruitful 
interaction in which no community feels threatened 
and the policeman is seen as both the servant and 
guardian of all.

OTTAWA (CP) - Federal 
and provincial industry min¬ 
isters agreed at a one-day 
conference Monday to give 
top priority to protecting 
manufacturing jobs and to 
consider limiting some social 
benefits. 

Industry Minister Jack 
Homer, reading a joint com¬ 
munique said “economic de¬ 
velopment should have the 
highest priority in policy 
making at all levels” and that 
will be a key recommenda 
tion to first ministers meet¬ 
ing here next month. 

Homer also released back¬ 
ground papers that state 


manufacturing industries are 
declining and jobs are being 
lost. They say Quebec’s man¬ 
ufacturing sector has the 
poorest outlook, while west¬ 
ern Canadian provinces are 
strertgthening as a manufac¬ 
turing centre. 

Rodrigue Tremblay, Que 
bee’s industry minister, indi¬ 
cated that not all the minis¬ 
ters agreed with the federally 
prepared analysis. He added 
that Quebec wants some 
shortpterm measures to pro¬ 
tect its weaker industries like 
textiles. 

Homer said all ministers 
agreed that some policies 


have to be modified, explain¬ 
ing that they discussed limits 
on unemployment insurance 
benefits, changes in mini¬ 
mum wage laws and relaxa¬ 
tion of anti-pollution controls 
on industry. 

Many ministers feel that 
“over-zealous” measures to 
proect the natural environ¬ 
ment are too costly for com¬ 
panies to bear. Some want 
changes to remove any pro¬ 
tection against inflation for 
recipients of unemployment 
insurance benefits, which 
amount to just over $100 a 
week per recipient. 

D. M. Phillips, British Co¬ 


lumbia industry minister, 
said that in the absence of an 
overall indusrial strategy, 
consultations about separate 
industries are pointless. The 
federal government If “put 
ting the cart before the 
horse” by trying to start talks 
without an over all strategy, 
he said.

Powers of regional directors questioned

Critics of the regional district concept appear to agree 
that the biggest problem is that directors who have no 
direct interest in a matter have the right to make decisions 

That prime criticism appeared repeatedly Monday as the 
provincially-appointcd regional district review committee 
opened hearings in Victoria. 

Several speakers referred to the fact that municipal 
council representatives vote on zoning matters that appl> 
lo only one unorganized area, and that directors from thosr 
unorganized areas can vote on matters that concern 
municipalities. 

Victoria Mayor Michael Young was pointed in his 
criticisms. 


He referred specifically to the contro\ ersial McMicking- 
Clover Point sewer project which is being paid for by 
taxpayers in Oak Bay. Saanich and Victoria. 

However, he pointed out. the chairman of the public 
works committee which is considering the project comes 
from Sooke, while Oak Bay does not even have a represents 
tive on that committee. 

Decisions on the project are made by the full board and 
members representing seven municipalities and seven 
electoral districts. 

And concerned citizens from Oak Bay were even more 

specific. 

Last year’*s public works chairman (Victoria Aid 
Murray Glazier), who was also an engineer, was removed 
from his chairmanship, and a member of the committee (Oak 
Bay Aid. Shirley Dowell) had been removed from her position. 


this year, they said, because they had been asking too 
many questions. 

They felt that regional district chairmen should not have 
the power to appoint committees and committee chairman 
without the consent of the rest of the board. 

Briefs were submitted Monday by Young, Margaret 
Marston for Shoal Bay residents. Mayor Ken Paskin of 
Duncan. Mayor Brian Smith of Oak Bay and Aid. Margaret 
Robertson of the district of North Cowichan. 

There were several similarities. 

The briefs from municipal representatives opposed the 
present system of direct election of regional board repre¬ 
sentatives, and asked that municipalities have the right to 
appoint regional directors. 

At present, they pointed out. the electorate is confused, 
and sometimes the candidate who tops the poll for the 


region elections fails to win a council seat and does not get the 
regional seat. 

As a result, the regional seat is held by a candidate who 
did not win a regional mandate but did gain a council seat. 

Speakers also felt strongly about the intrusion of regional 
districts into electoral areas to look after municipal matters 
for people who had no municipal government of their own. 

Most speakers asked that decisions be made only by 
those people concerned. 

They wanted the director representing an electoral area 
to make zoning decisions, and they wanted municipal¬ 
ities co-operating in joint ventures to be the only ones to vote 
on those joint ventures. 

North Cowichan Aid. Robertson said she felt that incor¬ 
poration should be mandatory when an area reached a 
certain population level.

The veil of secrecy that 
surrounds the Clover Point 
sewer outfall project ap 
parentlv extends to Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis. 

“I get more information 
out of the morning news¬ 
paper than 1 get out of the 
Capital Region Board.” 
Curtis said Monday. 

He said he is “being ap¬ 
prised indirectly” on what is 
going on with the multi-mil¬ 
lion dollar project, but that 
his department is getting lit¬ 
tle official information. 

‘There is a great deal of 
heat but not too much light on 
some aspects of the problems 
out there,” said Curtis. 

He said he is not consider¬ 
ing an inquiry into the prob¬ 
lems of the $12 million Clover 
Point-McMicking project, but 
he could do so if approached 
by either a regional director 
or a municipal council.

A plucky Nanaimo couple received only minor injuries 
when their rented Cessna 172 flipped while landing Sunday 
at a private airstrip in Central Saanich.

Couvelier unable 
to get consensus 


Saanich Mayor Mel Couve 
lier’s bid for an early resolu¬ 
tion to the vexing question of 
industrial development at 
Royal Oak suffered a setback 
Monday when he was unable 
to obtain from aldermen a 
consensus on several key 
issues. 

Couvelier abruptly ad 
journed a four-hour “work" 
session of council after it be¬ 
came obvious he would not 
get an answer to a most 
basic question: Does the Cap¬ 
ital Region District need any 
more industrial acreage? 

Earlier, regional planning 
director Peter Hammer had 
/told council an additional 500 
acres of land for industrial 
use would be needed in the 
region over the next 20 years. 

He warned, however, a $5 
million outlay of public funds 
might be needed to make the 
proposed 128-acre develop¬ 
ment attractive and viable. 

“The industrial zone yon 
are proposing is beautiful,” 
he said. “But who can afford 
R?” 

Hammer said there would 
have to be public partnership 
to make the proposal viable. 

The projected costs were 
too high and there would be a 
severe marketing problem. 

There is, he said, a scarcity 
of reasonably-priced land in 
the region. “This is the main 
detriment to industry locat¬ 
ing here.” 

Hammer said the proposed 
industrial zone was neces¬ 
sary and justified “but it has 
to be brought on the market 
at a competitive price.” 

He estimated fully-ser 
viced land at Royal Oak 
would sell for between $3 and 
$4 a square foot. “If the cost 
exceeds $2.50 a square-foot 
there has to be some form of 
subsidy — an underwriting of 
costs — or else it’s an iffy 
situation.’* 

Hammer said for the Royal 
Oak land to be a viable entity 
the taxpayers would have to 
subsidize it to the tune of $1 a 
square-foot. 

The Royal Oak Community 
Association's compromise 
plan to allow the industrial 
zone to go ahead on a scaled- 
down basis was rejected by 
both municipal planner Gil 
Laurenson and engineer Clif¬ 
ford Warren. 

Cost of servicing the area, 
estimated by Warren at $44,- 
000 an acre, would jump to 
between $60,000 and $80,000 
an acre if the project was 
scaled from 150 to 100 acres 

The association has pro¬ 


posed 30 acres be added to the 
existing 70 acres of industri¬ 
al-commercial land to ac¬ 
complish the 100-acre zone. 

The ratepayers also pro¬ 
posed the 30 acres being 
added would come from land 
west of Glanford between 
Mann and Kay. 

Warren said the compro¬ 
mise proposal could not be 
supported because the size 
and location proposed would 
result in a dramatic cost in¬ 
crease and would not relieve 
pressures on transportation 
routes in the Glanford-Vanal- 
man area. 


Laurenson said council 
should make a decision on the 
controversial issue because 
he did not want his staff 
spending any more time on 
the proposal. He urged coun¬ 
cil to make a decision on 
whether the matter should go 
to a public hearing. 

Aid. Howard Sturrock said 
the financial risks facing the 
municipality regarding ser¬ 
vicing the land were too high. 

“I don’t feel this is the best 
type of industrial develop 
ment or job-creating deal for 
Greater Victoria,” he said.

Students back 
funds plea 
by Camosun 


Camosun College council can count on support from its 
students in protesting the college’s obsolete and cramped 
facilities, council chairman Janet Baird was told Monday 
afternoon. 

At a student society meeting attended by about 30. stu¬ 
dents. the students voted unanimously to begin planning 
a protest at the legislative buildings in March if the pro 
vincial government does not keep its promise to come 
up with funds to purchase or lease the college’s Lans 
downe campus by that time. 

The lack of official tenancy at the campus has prevented 
the college from carry ing out some much-needed renova 
tions, including about $500,000 worth of work to meet 
fire protection standards. 

Mrs. Baird told the students they should wait until 
the end of February before conducting their protest. 

“People are thinking ‘let’s give the minister a chance, 
he has said publicly that he would divvy up by the end of 
February.’ R would be sort of like kicking a,man when he's 
down” to protect earlier than that. Mrs. Baird said. 

Student society president Al Ross said after the meet¬ 
ing that students find the Lansdowne facilities “deplor 
able.” 

“They’re largely the reason we're getting a third-rate 
education. The library is inadequate, students have to 
study in the hallways, and the library is not open on 
weekends because of lack of funds.” 

The students are protesting more than just the ab¬ 
sence of a lease or title to the campus, Ross said: Fire 
safety, health hazards such as the lack of washrooms in 
the cafeteria, and “niggardly funding” in comparison with 
other post-secondary institutions are issues as well. 

Pointing to an education ministry announcement of 
$35 million in capital funds for the province’s three uni 
versifies. Roes said “all we’re looking for is a lousy 
half million to bring this building up to fire standards.”

. . talks revolution

The eyes are dark, sincere. 

The voice is flat, unemotional, heavily-ac 
cented. 

It comes from a six-foot, crewcut black 
man wearing conservative clothes and car 
rying within him suppressed anger. 

The audience of about 50 people, mostly 
middle-aged with a smattering of universi¬ 
ty intellectuals and racial minorities, give 
him a coolly polite reception. 

The words are revolutionary. The kind of 
words that spark bloody guerrilla wars 
and engender hatred between peoples. 

The venue was Grace United Church — noi 
the community hall mentioned in the no¬ 
tice of meeting, but the sanctified area Itself 

The speaker was Aaron Hiuanua Shihepo. 
deputy secretary for foreign relations of 
the South-West Africa People’s Organiza 
(ion. 

SWAPO is a movement fighting an increas 
ingly bloody guerrilla war in what is now 
generally referred to as Namibia. 

He spoke of the injustices perpetrated on 
his people by the hated occupiers of his 
homeland, “the Boers” (South Africans). 

He spoke of the inevitable outcome of the 


war of liberation being fought by Nami 
bian “freedom fighters.” 

Behind him stood the cross that symbolizes 
Christianity, the establishment, and peace 

But the speaker, and many of the major 
churches in Canada today, believe the cause 
is just — just enough that they support the 
use of force if necessary to ensure the 
right to self-determination of all peoples. 

Not too long ago. the churches went hand in 
hand with the establishment in the Western 
world, but today they’re tied closely into Afri 
can, Asian, South American — and even 
Canadian — revolutionary movements in 
the name of human rights. 

The territory, annexed by Germany in the 
1800s but turned over to South Africa to 
administer after the First World War. was 
once thought to be nearly worthless, but is 
now known to be rich in diamonds, uranium 
and base metals. 

According to Shihepo. about 1.3 million 
people inhabit the Labrador-sized area, 
which is largely desert, and all but eight per 
cent of them are black. It is held in a vise-like 
grip by 50,000 South African police, despfte a 
1971 World Court ruling and several United 
Nations resolutions ending South Africa's 
mandate to administer it. 


Shihepo is accompanied on a C'anadi 
an tour by Liilien Emvula, secretary of 
the SWAPO women s council, to make Cana 
dians aware of what is going on so they will 
pressure the Canadian government to be 
more forthright in its dealings with South 
Africa. 

South Africa is balking in discussions with 
Canada, the U.S., U.K., West Germany 
and France, on withdrawing its troops from 
the territory . 

During an interview at a genteel colonial- 
style home on Victoria Avenue in Oak Bay be¬ 
fore the night's meeting, Shihepo reeled off a 
list of demands that SWAPO wants before it 
will agree to quit fighting and participate in a 
United Nafions-supervised general election. 

• Release of all political prisoners. He 
estimated South Africa is holding more 
than 400 SWAPO workers in cells in Namibia 
and South Africa. 

• Respect of Namibia's territorial Integri 
ty. He charged that the white supremist re¬ 
gime has annexed Walvia Bay, the coun¬ 
try’s only port, and la moving to break 
the country up into bantu*am jml aa R la in 
South Africa. 

• Withdrawal of all South African troops 


Shihepo said although South Africa ap 
pears to be complying with demands that it 
eventually quit the territory, it is in fact 
toughening its grip on the country. 

“We have a great responsibility to the 
Namibian people and have to struggle to fight 
for independence which can be enjoyed by 
Namibian people irrespective of color, race 
or creed.” 

Asked about the size of the force of freedom 
fighters that is harassing South African 
troops, he smiled and replied only that “it is 
sufficient to carry the struggle to its logi¬ 
cal end.” 

And what kind of government w ill Namibia 
have when and if it is liberated? 

“The final say on the form of government 
will be determined by the Namibian peo¬ 
ple after the struggle is won.” 

Did that mean they would get to vote on a 
constitution drafted by SWAPO, an ad¬ 
mittedly socialist-oriented organization? 

“That has not been decided. We are con¬ 
cerned now with the struggle.” 

Thanked for his time during a day so busy it 
tired out his female countrywoman be¬ 
fore the night meeting, Shihepo merely 
shrugged and said: 

“It’s my duty.”

OTTAWA (CP) — The na 
tional economy, and manu¬ 
facturing industries in partic¬ 
ular, are deteriorating, back¬ 
ground papers released Mon¬ 
day at a federal-provincial 
industry ministers’ meeting 
here say. 


The studies paint an espe¬ 
cially gloomy picture for 
Quebec, saying its manufac¬ 
turing prospects arc the wea 
kest for any region both in the 
short term and over about the 
next five years. 

Manufacturing strength 
will shift to the West, notably

to Alberta and British Colum¬ 
bia, where energy-related 
projects such as the Alaska 
pipeline will fuel develop¬ 
ment. Skilled labor may be 
the region's only limiting fac¬ 
tor. 

Prospects are also weak for 
the Atlantic provinces, which 
may have difficulty holding 
their current share of manu- 
fa during output “barring a 
bonanza such as the disco¬ 
very of substantial offshore 
oil or gas”, the government 
predicts. 

Ontario, which along with 
Quebec has traditionally 
been the nation’s industrial 
heartland, will be in a good 
position if more investment Is 
stimulated and manufactur¬ 
ers can become more com¬ 
petitive in production costs. 
The steel industry, petro¬ 
chemicals and transportation 
equipment manufacturers 
are in a good position, the 
study predicts. 

Currently, Ontario ac¬ 
counts for more than half the 


nation's total manufacturing 
output. Quebec contributes 
just over 25 per cent, a share 
that has been slowly declin¬ 
ing for years. The western 
provinces now produce 17 per 
cent of total national output 
and their share is rising. The 
Atlantic provinces produce 
only four per cent, but are 
nationally important for fish 
products and for pulp and 
paper. 

The federal studies note 
that between 1974 and 1976 
real output in manufac turing 
industries failed to rise, and 
employment actually fell by 
about 80.000 jobs. In total, 
about 1.7 million workers are 
employed in manufacturing. 

The impact of this down¬ 
turn was particularly acute w 
for Quebec, which lost more 
than 30.000 jobs in the two- 
year period. The situation is 
worsening. In the first 10 
months of 1977, average na¬ 
tional employment in manu¬ 
facturing dropped by 34.000 
jobs from a year earlier, with 


85 per cent of the losses in 
Quebec. 

Quebec manufacturing in¬ 
dustries face a serious ad¬ 
justment problem, the stu¬ 
dies warn. Textile, footwear, 
clothing and knitting indus¬ 
tries and pulp and paper com¬ 
panies have been hard hit by 
job losses. High labor costs 
and small production scales 
are partly the problem, the 
study suggests. 

The pulp and paper indus¬ 
try in Quebec is weakening, 
and needs to modernize its 
mills and slow the rise in 
production costs, the federal 
government says. 

The Western provinces 
stand to gain importance as a 
manufacturing base, with 
most of the opportunity con¬ 
tinuing to come from devel¬ 
oping and upgrading natural 
resources. Products asso¬ 
ciated with major resource 
developments, in pipeline 
construction, tar sands, coal, 
oil and natural gas will give 
the impetus, the papers s$y. 


Careful planning to avoid 
shortages of skilled labor, as 
well as the region’s relatively 
scarce water supplies, will be 
important for Western devel¬ 
opment, the studies suggest. 

In the Atlantic provinces, 
future development depends 
upon replenishing fish stocks 
and planning for the pulp and 
paper indussry’s develop¬ 
ment. 

Rebuilding stocks and con¬ 
verting the pulp and paper 
industry to use more hard¬ 
woods as softwood supplies 
are depleted will take time 
and be costly, and in the 
meantime employment in the 
industries may suffer. 

The Sysco steel operation 
In Sydney, N.S., which cur¬ 
rently employs 2,200. is 
operating at less than half its 
capacity. Considering thre is 
already a surplus of world 
steelmaking capacity, there 
is little chance the mill will 
be replaced before 1985, the 
papers say.

nature of the council to more 
of a group concept. 

“They may not agree any 
more than a concensus 
group, but at least they will 
bring to that disagreement a 
degree of expertise and a wil¬ 
lingness to defend their view¬ 
point.” 

Such a group would be 
largely independent of the 
government of the day, offer 
ing advice which might not be 
•greeted with shrieks of de 
light.” 

She defended the work of 
the council since its inception 
15 years ago. As former depu¬ 
ty minister of the department 
of consumer and corporate 
affairs, she saw the creation 
of the department and much 
of its legislation as stemming 
from council studies. 

Other changes suggested 
by the council would take 
longer, she said. 

“Some of these things 
move almost in geologic- 
time. I would ask the press 
not to expect magic solutions, 
but to recognize how little we 
understand about the deci¬ 
sion-making process and how 
difficult it is to make even 
marginal improvements.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Base¬ 
ball commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn rejected Monday the 
trade of Vida Blue to Cincin¬ 
nati Reds from Oakland A’s 
but urged the clubs to res¬ 
tructure the transaction. 

The decision was precipi¬ 
tated by the 81.75 million that 
the Reds paid Oakland owner 
Charles O. Finley for Blue, a 
three-time 20-game winner. 

Kuhn has placed an infor 
mal 8400.000 ceiling on the 
price any team could pay an 
other club for an individual 
player. The Reds and A’s 
tried to skirt that limit when 
Cincinnati included minor 
league slugger Dave Rever¬ 
ing In the Blue deal which 
was announced at baseball's 
winter meetings in Hawaii 
last December. 

Within minutes of the an¬ 
nouncement of the trade, 
Kuhn informed both clubs 
that he was withholding ap¬ 
proval pending his examina¬ 
tion of the transaction. 

Finley and Cincinnati pre 
sident Bob Howsam spent 
two days testifying at hear¬ 
ings called by the commis¬ 
sioner earlier this month. 
There was an attempt at a 
compromise that would have 
sent other Reds players to 
Oakland and reduced the 
cash involved in the transac¬ 
tion. 

But, when that could not be 
worked out, the commission¬ 
er stopped the deal, then sug¬ 
gested that the two club6 ren¬ 
egotiate during the second 
interleague trading period 
that runs from Feb. 18 to 
March 15. 

In Cincinnati, the Reds said 
they would have no comment 
until they could study the 
decision. 

It marked the second time 
that Kuhn has refused to 
allow Finley to move Blue to 
another team. Nineteen 
months ago, the commission¬ 
er blocked the sale of Blue to 
New York Yankees for 81.5 
million and also disallowed 
sales for $1 million each for 
outfielder Joe Rudi and relief 
pitcher Rollie Fingers to Bos¬ 
ton. 

Rudi and Fingers both 
played out their options with 
Oakland and moved to other 
teams as free agents with 
Finley receiving nothing in 
return. Blue, who signed his 
contract hours before Finley 
attempted to sell him in 1976, 
remained with the A’s, and is 
one of the team's last links 
with Oakland's three straight 
World Series championship 
teams that dominated base¬ 
ball from 1972-1974. 

When those sales were re 
jected. Finley sued Kuhn for 
the 83.5 million he lost in the 
transactions. The commis¬ 
sioner won the case in United 
States district court in Chica¬ 
go. Finley’s appeal of that 
decision is scheduled to be 
heard in the C.S. court of 
appeals for the seventh cir¬ 
cuit in Chicago Feb. 21. 

Monday's decision ap¬ 
parently set up another court 
room collision between the 
commissioner and Finley, 
who has been a longtime ad 
versary. 

Kuhn’s decision was re¬ 
leased in 15 pages 
“I am satisfied the basis of 
the ev idence developed at the 
hearing and for the reasons 
stated that the proposed as¬ 
signment (of Blue to Cincin¬ 
nati) is not in the best inter¬ 
ests of baseball and should be 
disapproved pursuant to my 
powers under the major 
league agreement and the 
major league rules,” Kuhn 
wrote. 

“That Is all which I hereby 
decide. I am passing only on 
the proposed assignment. L 
am not saying I will disap¬ 
prove an assignment of Blue 
under all circumstances. 
Quite the contrary. I urge the 
Oakland and Cincinnati clubs 
to review the situation care¬ 
fully to see if they cannot find 
some wav to structure a deal 
which will not present the 


concerns which I see in the 
presently proposed assign¬ 
ment.” 

Kuhn’s decision referred to 
Finley’s testimony that the 
Oakland club has incurred 
substantial operating losses 
in the last two years. At the 
time of the hearings, Finley 
had pending a sale of the club 
for 112.5 million to Denver 
oilman Marvin Davis, but 
that deal fell through last 
week. 

"I am certainly sympathet¬ 
ic to his (Finley's) current 
operating problems,” Kuhn 
wrote. 


Kuhn pointed to Oakland's 
trade last spring of infielder 
Phil Garner to Pittsburgh in 
exchange for several players, 
including outfielder Mitchell 
Page who “provided eonsi 
derable help to the Oakland 
club. 4 ’ 

“Player-for-player deals of 
this sort certainly can 
strengthen a club and help it 
rapidly to rebuild It is hard 
to believe that similar deals 
could not have been made for 
Vida Blue and. indeed, can 
not still be made for Vida 
Blue. Certainly, nothing in 
this decision will prevent it.” 


Jets unlikely 
to get help 


Howard Baidu in, president 
of the Woritf Hockey Assocla 
tion, said Monday it’s un¬ 
likely the league's other 
seven clubs will pay anything 
to help Winnipeg Jets keep 
Anders Hedberg and Ulf Nils¬ 
son. 

Baldwin, who also is man¬ 
aging general partner of New 
England Whalers, said WHA 
members cannot justify help¬ 
ing to match an “insane 
offer” to the two Swedish 
stars from New York Rang¬ 
ers of the National Hockey 
League. 

“The players are great 
assets, but when the assets 
start asking for that sort of 
money they suddenly become 
a liability,” Baldwin said. 

Hedberg and Nilsson have 
agreed to contracts with the 
Rangers worth a reported 
total package of 81.6 million. 
The Jets, who announced 
earlier Monday they had re¬ 
ceived copies of the offers, 
must come within 820.000 Qf 
the offer by Feb. 25 or the 
players are free agents 

The Jets themselves have 
no hope of matching the New 
York offer. Keeping the ta¬ 
lented Swedes would have to 
be a Joint effort by the league 

Hedberg, 26, is considered 
one of the best right wingers 
in hockey while Nilsson, 27, Is 
a centreman with outstand 
ing playmaking abilities. 

“Things were starting to 
get sane, our budgets were 
coming into line.” Baldwin 
said. “To give players that 
sort of money would throw it 
completely out of whack 
Even the .majority of NHL 
people agree.” 

Several NHL executives 


voiced disapproval of the 
offer during league meetings 
in Buffalo last week. NHL 4 
president John Ziegler said 
that paying two players the 
kind of money the Rangers 
have offered could create 
problems with other players.

NEW YORK ( AP) — Larry 
MaePhail, the father of night 
baseball, and Addie Joss, a 
turn-of-the-century pitcher 
with Cleveland Indians, were 
named to Baseball’s Hall of 
Fame Monday. 

Both men were elected by 
the 18-member Hall of Fame 
veleran committee and will 
»be inducted Aug. 7. along 
with Eddie Mathews, elected 
by the Baseball Writers’ As¬ 
sociation of America. 

Joss was picked in the play 
ers category and MaePhail 
was elected in the executive- 
manager-umpire category. 


The black category was not 
represented under restrictive 
rules limiting the selection to 
two personalities. 

MaePhail, a bombastic 
personality known as the 
Barnum of baseball during 
his 16 years in the game 
introduced night baseball and 
had a key role in the pension 
plan. He also institute Old 
Timers Day, and other pro 
game hoopla to hype up the 
gate. 

His son, Lee. is currently 
president of the American 
League. Another son. Bill, 


left baseball to enter comtnu 
nications. 

McPhail quit the game in 
1917 after his New York Yan 
kees won the World Series. 

He took over declining 
teams at Cincinnati and 
Brooklyn and turned them 
into pennant winners before 
purchasing { the Yankees for 
$2.8 million in 1945. 

MaePhail introduced night 
baseball at Cincinnati in 1935 
against strong National 
League opposition and also 
installed the first lights at 
Eboets Field in Brooklyn and 
in Yankee Stadium. He was a 


member of the three-man 
committee which formulated 
the baseball players’ pension 
plan. 

He died in 1975 at the age of 

85. 

The committee waived a 
10-year rule in order to admit 
Joss, who died of spina^ men¬ 
ingitis before he was sche¬ 
duled to pitch the Indians 
opening game April 14, 1911. 
He had only nine years of 
major league service but 
during that period amassed a 
record of 160 victories and 97 
defeats and a remarkable 
rned-run average of 1.88.

Designs vary from elaborate to simple 

Butcher block served casual

Butcher bjock has become 
a generic name for a casual, 
woody look in home furnish 
ings. 

Furniture makers use it— 
real, as well as simulated in 
plastic vinyl—and kitchen 
planners adapt it to both 
c ounter and dining-table tops. 
Many do-it-yourselfers have 
bought it for desk tops: a 
plank of butcher block over 
a couple of metal file drawer 
units has become standard 
practice. 

The butcher block desk and 
worktable shown here in 
sketch E is used for dining, 
study, as a sewing table, 
homework area for children, 
and a menu-planning centre. 
Cookbooks and other cooking 
paraphernalia are kept in the 
plastic cubes mounted on the 
wall above. The table-desk 
fits against the wall in the 
narrow end of a kitchen. 

As for actual chopping 
blocks, designs vary from 
elaborate to simple, and from 
antique to made-yesterday. 
Sketch A. for instance, is a 
husky antique version which 
has been in a French family 
for years. Its owner inherited 
it as one of her family “heir¬ 
looms” and she has given it a 
prestige place in her home in 
a smail French village. Mas 
sive legs and brass inset me 
#qdallions give It a style of its 
own. Freewheeling casters 
allow for easy mobility. 

Sketch B Is a new '‘baker’s 
table” from Brandenfels 
Blocks which was seen in a 
kitchenshop called Dining 
Arts In Los Altos. Calif. Its 
top surface is a 24-inch-square 
butcher block. Sides and top 
frame are added to provide 
shelf space; black iron hooks 
accommodate heavy pans. A 
knife rack and optional lower 
shelf can be added, if desired. 
It sells for over $300. but 
^yields a lot of service. 

Sketch C shows an ornate 
old butcher block table, well 
used- and full of character. 
The huge, heavy piece is now 
a decorative element In a 
Malibu Canyon. Calif., kit¬ 
chen. where it Is used mainly 
for serving Informal buffets 
when guests are having sup¬ 
per in the family room.

Sketch D shows a small 
round dinette table which sits 
in the bay window of a Kan¬ 
sas City kitchen. The couple 
had the old pedestal table 
base, and purchased a ready 
made round butcher block 
top from a local lumber yard 
to fit on top. 

The Brauner .1 & C. Inc., 
Company in New York 
charges $80 for a 36-inch- 
round butcher block table top 
and $112 for a -12 inch round 
top. Such round tops—In vari¬ 
ous sizes—also can be at¬ 
tached to old treadle sewing 
machine bases, or other cast 
iron bases. 

There probably Is no sur¬ 
face other than butcher block 
that can take so much hard 
wear and tear, be repaired

without special techniques or 
skilled craftsmen, and come 
up looking as good as ever. 

Butcher block is formed 
from strips of hardwood— 
usually maple, beech, or oak. 
The strips are laminated to¬ 
gether, using resin glues and 
electronic bonding to give ex¬ 
ceptional strength and dura¬ 
bility. Traditional butcher’s 
blocks are made with end- 
graining—the strips running 
from top to bottom to give a 
foot or more of thickness. 
This can stand up to years of 
pounding with cleavers and 
continual sanding or planing. 

For home use. butcher 
block tops are edge-grained, 
and the wood is laminated 
horizontally in long strips 
from 1 to 2 Inches thick and 
any desired length or width. 
Since each strip of wood has 
its own distinctive graining, 
every piece of butcher block 
is really one of a kind. 

The Workbench stores, 
headquartered at 470 Park 
Avenue South in New York. 


use a combination of maple 
and beech in all their butcher 
block and offer a new chemi¬ 
cal finish made of non-glossy 
polyurethane that seals the 
wood pores, helping to pro 
tect against stains, spills, and 
splitting due to humidity 
changes. This finish is main¬ 
tained by wiping with a damp 
cloth, and can be reapplied 
from time to time. The Work¬ 
bench sells the urethane mix¬ 
ture for $5 a bottle. 

The Brauner J &. C. Inc., 
Company recommends the 
following care process: 

For any surface used for 
the preparation of food, soak 
the butcher block with min¬ 
eral oil or any good vegetable 
oil. at least every two weeks.

But the largest dispenser of oral contraceptives in 
the United States. Planned Parenthood, contends they

Kennedy announced at a news conference that the 
FDA will require birth-control pills to come with new 
warnings about their health risks. 

Asked for his ow n view. Kennedy said the personal 
advice of| “someone who does not happen to he 
medically qualified" to those close to him would he:

women who smoke cigarettes and take the pill in¬ 
crease their risk of suffering fatal heart attacks and 
strokes, particularly after age 35. 

Robin Elliott, a spokesman for the Planned Parent¬ 
hood Federation, which has chapters in 43 states and 
the District of Columbia, said of Kennedy's advice to 
his family: “There’s no one method for everybody 
and there are medical and non medical elements In 
each decision." 

Flliott said in a telephone interview from New York 
that 70 per cent of Planned Parenthood's u million 
clients use the pill, but the percentage is not as high 
among all women. 

Kennedy and Elliott agreed that since the pill came 
on the market 15 years ago. it has become probably 
the most studied medication in the world 

The FDA commissioner said no drug is absolutely 
sale and the many tests conducted on birth-control 
pills have merely followed the pattern associated with 
most new drugs: their effectiveness was proven in 
early clinical trials and the safety questions sur- 
• rounding long-term use became evident only after 
many years on the market.

The symptoms and the out 
look for patients depend on 
how severe the anemia is. In 
mild forms there is no untow 
ard effect and patients live 
normal lives.

Blood 
transfusions may be needed 
in the severe cases, but 
transfusions are kept at a 
minimum to avoid overload 
That can he as damaging as 
the anemia itself. For tin* 
same reason patients should 
avoid using over-the-counter 
iron and vitamin supple 
ments unless specifically told 
to by the phsycian. It is im 
portunt to remember. esp< 
daily if the patient is having 
transfusions or getting fron 
supplement by mouth. Occa¬ 
sionally. folic acid (one of the 
B-complex) is needed in 
small doses.

Only recently have I ,been 
able to get it under control. 
The thoughtless remarks, 
rude questions, and just plain 
getting stared at were enough 
to make a recluse out of any¬ 
one. Yet m^ case was mild 
compared to others who are 
more severely handicapped, 
and trying to live a normal 
life. 

Why don’t people realize 
that being handicapped is in 
itself a difficult cross to 
bear? If the so-called “nor¬ 
mal” people would make no 
references and ask no ques¬ 
tions, it would be very much 
appreciated. — Been There 
And Hated It. 

Dear B.T. and H.I.: I’m 
glad you wrote. It gives me 
the opportunity to suggest 
that parents teach their chil¬ 
dren at an early age not to 
stare at people who are “dif¬ 
ferent” and never to ask 
them questions about mis¬ 
sing arms, legs, scars, skin 
problems, or anything else. 

It is natural for children to 
be curious but they can (and 
should) be taught to be consi¬ 
derate of the feelings of 
others. This is clearly the job 
of parents. Teachers can 
help, too. In fact, I hope this 
topic will be discussed in a 
few hundred school rooms 
today. 

Dear Ann Landers: To

Her suit look is a fitted 
tailored jacket or short point¬ 
ed Spencer jacket over a 
gathered longish skirt or a 
draped low-backed dress.

Garden Notes 






I Imagine any one of my fellow 
gardeners who has ever suffered from 
insomnia knows only too well how 
human health can suffer when one 
doesn’t get a proper night's sleep. 

All living creatures must have a rest 
periodically — humans, animals, birds, 
insects, fish and plants 

When a tree drops its leaves in the 
autumn, for instance, it is taking a 
well-earned rest — recharging Its bat 
teries for the work ahead next season 
Not every plant drops Its leaves, of 
course, but even the evergreens have a 
similar, although not so obvious, resting 
period. 

The plants we call herbaceous p* 
rennials — the peonies, delphiniums. 
Shasta daisies and the like — die back to 
the soil line when they take a rest 
through the winter, making new top 
growth in the spring. 

Tulips have their dormant period in 
midsummer — a time of severe drought 
in their native land — and awake only 
when the soil turns cool and moist in the 
fall, but on awakening, they make 
growth only at the roots, delaying top 
growth until spring 

| With another class of plants such as 
evergreen trees and shrubs, there is no 
dying down or loss of foliage; the plant 
simply stops growing for a while 

With houseplants in particular. It is 
most important to remember that na 
ture intends every plant to take a rest. 
The worst thing you can do for a pet

plant is to ginger it up with “forcing” 
fertilizers and keep it growing at a time 
when the poor thing wants to pack up 
and quit for a while. This is about on a 
par with keeping a sleepy child up long 
after its proper bedtime. 

Complete or partial dormancy 
usually follows a period of active 
growth, ordinarily but not always soon 
after the plant has quit blooming. 

Some plants put up obvious signals 
such as the loss of leaves or the yellow¬ 
ing of the leaf tips. Others simply slow 
up. standing still and quietly drowsing, 
making no new growth and. of course, 
no flowers. 

The tuberous rooted houseplants 
which bloom during the summer 
months — begonias, gloxinias, achi- 
menes — quit blooming in late summer 
or fall When no new flower buds ap^ 
pear, the trick is to “wean” the plant, 
cutting down its w ater supply a little at 
a time until the topgrowth is dead and 
dry. 

The safest wav to store these bulbs 
through their dormant season is to leave 
them in their pots of soil, begonias and 
achimenes in a cool comer of the base¬ 
ment, gloxinias at ordinary room tem¬ 
peratures. A gloxinia should have just a 
little water while resting, but only about 
half a cupful once a month. 

Most houseplant ferns have a semi 
dormant period In winter, and It is 
important to keep the soil just a little on 
the dry side through this period, a I 




though it should never be allowed to 
become bone dry throughout. Too much 
water at a time when the roots are 
Inactive will rot the delicate root hair*. 

The Maidenhair fern is especially 
vulnerable this way; every spring I get 
letters reporting the loss of beloved 
ferns through ovenyatering in winter. 

At one time it was the custom to dry 
off and rest amaryllis plants from Octo 
ber to January. Nowadays many of our 
amaryllis bulbs are natives of Africa, 
and unlike the Dutch kinds, these plants 
are almost evergreen, without a clearly 
defined resting period. 

With these, maintain normal water 
Ing and feeding until the plant Itself 
signals Its need for a rest by turning its 
leaf tips yellow; this may happen at any 
time of the year, and not necessarily 
every year. 

Ordinary geraniums take their rest 
In winter and will drowse happily in a 
sunny window of a very cool room, with 
just barely enough water to keep the 
leaves alive. However, they ran be 
made to bloom in winter by picking off 
all flower buds through the summer, but 
in this case they need dryish soil for 
about three weeks In July to slow them 
down a little. 

Fancy geraniums of the Martha 
Washington type are rested in July. 

Young plants under flowering age. 
including geraniums, started from 
slips, don’t need any rest and can ba 
kept growing all winter 

* 
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To be labelled a “former 
mental patient” is almost as 
disastrous in today’s society 
as to be called an “ex-cpn."

Tiling * 1 Learned While Reading 
Snow By Ruth Kirk: 

• That the amount of land today 
covered by glaciers is about the same as 
that being farmed, roughly 10 per cent 
of the earth’s land surface.

psychiatrist himself. 

Dr. Szasz’s polemical effec 
tiveness lies in his direct ap 
proach. He does not evaluate 
this indiscretion or that, case 
by case. He questions wheth¬ 
er civil Fights are not violated 
every time a psychiatrist 
presumes to pronounce a 
diagnosis customary, even 
routine, to his profession. 

For in “Schizophrenia 
(Basic Books, $10) Dr. Szasz 
argues that, after 70 years of 
usage and hundreds of differ 
ent definitions in dozens of 
-. languages, nobody has a 
clear idea what “schizophre¬ 
nia” is. Experts, Dr. Szasz 
notes, quarrel over w hether it 
-— whatever “it” may be — is 
caused by genetic disorders, 
diet. or. as ihe British analyst 
R D. Laing claims, the fami 

l.v 

There are even sharper di 
vergencies of opinion on how 
to cure “it”: Freudian analy¬ 
sis. electric shock treatment, 
psychosurgery, chemothera 
' py, or “megavitamin” doses. 

Yet the term — as indical 
Ing a sound on the “normal” 
person’s ear as the word 
“communist" was on the ear 
of the late Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy — is commonly 


applied as if it had the precis 
ion of a mathematical formu 
la Why this cruel sloppi 
ness? 

Dr. Szasz concludes that 
schizophrenia is a code word 
It signals “almost any kind of 
behavior of which the speak 
er disapproves.” It says: 
Here, from my point of view, 
is a case of “social de 
viance.” Here is somebody 
“being a nuisance.” 

The ultimate working pur 
pose of the word. Dr. Szasz 
argues, is to certify that the 
person to whom it is applied 
is *' ‘crazy’ and therefore 
‘committable’ ” — incompe 
tent to agree to or object to 
whatever treatments are 
prescribed for his body and 
what Dr. Szasz rather sur¬ 
prisingly calls hfs "soul ” 

As he sums up. psychiatry, 
struck with its notably unsci 
entific key term, is "wrong 
intellectually —because it in 
terprets disagreement as dis 
ease — and morally because 
it justified confinement as 
cure.” 

The now popular “anti-psy¬ 
chiatry” movement. Dr. 
Szasz complains, is just a 
“mirror cult.” Its partisans 
have not rid themselves of 
their inadequate vocabulary 
They have just peeled the ac¬ 
cusatory terms off the patient 


and fastened them to the psv- 
rhiatrist and the convention¬ 
al world that supports him. 

What Dr. SziU has to sav 
— particularly his sensitivity 
to the ways tyranny is con 
Hructed on words — applies 
outside the topic of psyehia 
try. As he observes himself, it 
is not only psychiatry that 
has devoted itself to the 
ceaseless manufacture of 
disease names 
Disease has become the 
master metaphor of our 
times, it seems. The moral 
ist's vocabulary of right and 
wrong has been abdicated In 
lavor of the clinician'! vorab 
ulary of “healthy” and 
“sick.” 

How does this habit of 
viewing the tragedies of life 
as disease affect his con¬ 
temporaries and oura? Dr. 
Szasz does not quite dare 
speculate 

But insofar as freedom fin 
ally Is measured by one » 
sense of the possible, to de 
fine man as a “patient” in a 
more or less “pathological 
world would seem to reduce 
human liberties as much as 
any specific act of tyranny or 
discrimination 
The limits of one s lan¬ 
guage, said the philosopher 
Ludwig Wittgenstein, are the 
limits of one s world

B.C. Is in the midst of a Captain Cook bicentenary, 
celebrating Captain James Cook’s arrival at Nootka Cove in 
March, 1778. 

But the newest Captain Cook tourist attraction, the 
Captain Cook birthplace museum, Is not the brainchild of 
the B.C. tourism ministry. 

The proposed museum. Including slide-show auditori¬ 
um. toilet facilities, restaurant, souvenir shop, picnic area 
and parking lot will be built in Middlesbrough. England, 
from an international appeal looking for capital in the form 
of cash, bursaries and gifts. 

The project is called the Captain Cook Trust Fund, 
and an elementary school in B.C., Bench Elementary In 
Cobble Hill, has already donated books and maps to the 
proposed museum, British MP Arthur Bottomley, presl- ' 
dent of the trust, says in the official brochure for the ap¬ 
peal. 

The appeal’s target Is £607,000, with £300,000 promised 
by the Middlesbrough town council and £19,000 from the 
English Tourist Board. 

The museum will include four “world” galleries, rep¬ 
resenting Australia. New Zealand, Canada and the Pa¬ 
cific. 

Bottomley said: “We need your help If the Trust is to 
make as distinctive a contribution to society in the future 
as James Cook has done in the past.” 

The museum will also have a library for academic re¬ 
searchers and will be “p must’’ for Cook enthusiasts. 

Patrons of the trust include Lord Louis Mountbatten, 
British Prime Minister James Callaghan and former 
prime ministers Edward Heath and Harold Wilson.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Air 
radio operators in central 
British Columbia began a 24- 
hour study session Monday to 
look at a conciliation report 
on a proposed wage settle¬ 
ment 

A union spokesman said 
limited service would be pro¬ 
vided for safety and full ser¬ 
vice would be performed in 
the event of an emergency. 

The spokesman said of the 
six radio operators respon 
sible for Prince George and 
Mackenzie, four are desig¬ 
nated as essential. 

Air and marine radio oper 
ators from five other B.C. 
centres — Vancouver. 
Comox, Sandspit, Prince Ru¬ 
pert and Tofino — left the job 
for four hours Sunday to pro¬ 


test the conciliation board 

award. 

Those Involved are mem 
bers of the radio operators’ 
group of the Public Service 
Alliance of Canada. The 
185,000-member union covers 
federal employees. It Is the 
third largest in the country. 

Those manning the Coast 
Guard marine radio station 
at Sooke are the only area 
union members caught in the 
contract dispute. By Monday 
night they had not taken part 
in any study sessions, a 
spokesman said. 

Barry Hastings, radio oper 
ator chairman for the Paciflt 
region, said walkouts are a 
warning to the federal gov 


ernment about next year's 
contract. 

He said that while the 1,100 
radio operators across Cana¬ 
da will be urged to accept this 
year’s contract even though 
they are nnhappy with it, 
they are practising for a fight 
when it expires at the end of 
June. 

The walkouts followed 
others In B.C. last week. 

The operators handle traf¬ 
fic at airports where there 
are no air traffic control 


towers, or when there are no 
controllers on duty 

They do weather watches, 
pilot briefings and ensure the 
safety of visual flight air 
craft. They also are involved 
in air and marine search and 
rescue operations and com¬ 
munications with deep-sea 
vessels. 

Hastings said the operators 
are unhappy with the con¬ 
tract proposed by a concilia¬ 
tion board because it does not 
make fringe benefits retroac¬ 
tive.

KYOTO, Japan (CP) — Bruce Rankin, Canadian Am¬ 
bassador to Japan, says he has been besieged by angry 
Japanese tourist operators who are threatening to stop 
sending tourists to Canada. 

Rankin said about 10 of the country’s largest tourist op 
trators had complained to him about the way the Banff 
Springs Hotel in Banff, Alta., handled some Japanese trav¬ 
ellers this winter. 

The ambassador said he planned to write to Canadian 
Pacific chairman Ian Sinclair about the matter. Sin¬ 
clair’s organization owns the hotel.

ASUNCION (AP) - Little 
Paraguay, the epitome of a 
sleepy Latin American back¬ 
water ruled by bemedalled 
despots, is being awakened 
from its long siesta by ring¬ 
ing cash registers. 

Like the Arab sheikhdoms, 
this country of 2.5 million has 
discovered it has access to 
enormous amounts of what 
the world needs: energy. 

Paraguay doesn't produce 
petroleum, although there 
are promising reports from 
U.S. oil men now drilling test 
wells in the northwest. 

What Paraguay does have, 
thanks to geographic luck, is 
an extensive border along the 
powerful Parana River, 
which rises in the Brazilian 
jungle and empties into the 
Atlantic about 3,700 miles 
away. 

On the other side of the 
river are South America’s 
two big industrialized na¬ 
tions, Argentina and Brazil. 
They need energy. 

The logical alternative to 
petroleum for both countries 
is hydroelectric power. 

And this is why Paraguay 
is experiencing an economic 
boom never seen before in its 
400-year history. 

A dam for a hydroelectric 
project cannot be built half¬ 
way across a river, so both 
Argentina and Brazil have 
negotiated with Paraguay for 
three large projects. 

More than 18.000 laborers 
and engineers — the total 
will soon be 25,000 — have al¬ 
ready begun construction of 
what its builders describe as 
the largest hydroelectric pro¬ 
ject in the world, Itaipu. 
When finished, it will have a 
capacity of 12.6 million kilo¬ 
watts. 

Itaipu, which ,means Sing 
ing Rock in the language of 
the Guarani Indians, will 
begin production in 1983. . 

Paraguay Is negotiating 
the details of two similar pro¬ 
jects with Argentina. 

Paraguayan officials esti¬ 
mate that just one of the 18 
turbines to be installed in 
Itaipu will provide the coun¬ 
try’s energy- needs until the 
next century. So it has been 
agreed that Paraguay will 
sell all its excess power back 
to Brazil and Argentina. 


Rankin said the tourist operators Complained that the 
hotel had overbooked and some Japanese tourists were 
forced to stay In the basement with a blanket strung 
across a large room to separate men from women. 

Another Canadian Embassy official here said about 2,500 
Japanese took annual winter skiing holidays in Canada. 
Most of them stayed at the Banff Springs Hotel. 

Rankin said the criticism “reflects not only on the hotel 
and the organization that owns it, but reflects on Cana 
da as a whole.” . 

Rankin was with External Affairs Minister Donald Ja 
mieson who is on.a brief tour of Japan and China.

The beautiful part is that 
Itaipu hasn't cost Paraguay a 
penny. Brazil raised all the 
financing for the project. 

And Paraguay is expected 
to dictale the same terms to 
Argentina, since Paraguay 
doesn’t really need two more 
dams. 

Although Itaipu doesn’t 
come on stream until 1983, 
Paraguay’s mini-economy is 
already feeling the effects. 

Unemployment is down to 
almost nothing. Sixty-five per 
cent of the labor force on the 
project is Paraguayan. Close 
to $100 million in foreign ex¬ 
change entered the country 
as a result of Itaipu during * 
1976. Equal amounts are ex¬ 
pected for 1977 and 1978. 

The so-called trickle factor 
is at work in Asuncion and 
other parts of the country. 
Land prices are skyrocket¬ 
ing. In Puerto Presidente 
Stroessner, near the Itaipu 
site, a building lot which cost 
$500 in 1965 now fetches $60,- 
000 . 

The economic boom can 
best be seen in Asuncion, the 
once-sleepy capital. The city 
recently installed storm 
drains along the downtown 
streets, which were formerly 
inundated by torrential rains. 

There are noisy traffic 
jams of shiny new imported 
cars. 

On the outskirts of town, a 
multi-million-dollar interna¬ 
tional airport is nearly fin¬ 
ished. 

After Paraguay declared 
independence in 1811, its his¬ 
tory went downhill. 

Between 1870 and 1951, the 
country had 40 presidents, 
most of whom were either 
exiled, jailed or killed. 

In a 1954 coup, Gen. Alfredo 
Stroessner, now 65, seized 
power and has tightly con¬ 
trolled Paraguay since. 

Amid the new prosperity, 
there remains a nagging 
question that most Paraguay 
businessmen don’t like to ask 
or answer. 

Stroessner hasn’t groomed 
a successor. And Paraguay¬ 
ans don’t want to discuss 
what could happen when the 
now healthy Stroessner — as 
the locals like to say — 

“catches his first bad cold.”

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Cars mark of East German society 


HAST BERLIN (Reuter) — 
“Altogether, with tax and in 
surance, that makes 42.601 
marks and 50 pfennigs. How 
would you like to pay — ( ash 
or cheque?' 1 

The salesman in an Hast 
Berlin Volvo showroom looks 
up and raises an eyebrow 

The customer, a casually 
dressed man of about 30. ap 
pears undaunted at the price, 
some $20,000 — four times 


the average Hast Gentian's 
yearly, salary. 

Apart from the price. It 
would be a common enough 
transaction in the West. Here 
it is a scene that speaks loud 
ly about East Germany's ac¬ 
celerating drift toward a con 
sumer society. 

The Volvo is one of 1.000 
Swedish cars imported last 
fall which sell at about twice 
the cost price. 

This year they are to be 


followed by a flood of West 
German built Volkswagens 
costing around 30.000 East 
German marks, more than 
three times the price in the 
West, | 

Despite the price, and an 
initial restriction of sales to 
East Berlin, some 18.000 
orders have flowed in from 
East Germans. 

Although virtually ignored 
in the East German press 
since its announcement in 


November. It lias become the 
prime topic of conversation 
in a country where people 
think nothing of waiting 
seven or eight years for a 
locally produced car. 

The decision to import the 
cars appears to have been 
dictated by government con¬ 
cern that consumer unrest 
might overflow into political 
discontent. East German 
consumers are already un¬ 
doubtedly the most pam¬ 


pered in Communist Eastern 
Europe. 

East Germany is one of the 
few Communist states that 
has stuck to a policy of rigid 
consumer prices despite the 
strains of inflation on the 
world market — at a cost of 
M.2 billion marks in subsidies 
out of next year's budget. 

Real income next year is 
set to grow by four per cent, 
with a similar expansion 


planned Tjir the turnover of 
consumer goods in the shops 

The increasing motoriza 
tion of East German society 
has been declared one of the 
cornerstones of the govern 
ment's policy to raise living 
standards. 

East Berlin economists es¬ 
timate unofficially there arfe 
25,000 people here with 
enough cash to buy a car 
outright.

Even lavatories haunted 

British ghosts 
leave castles 


LONDON (Renter) — 
Ghosts in Britain no longer 
appear exclusively in the pal 
aces, castles and mansions of 
. aristocrats. They are just as 
liable to haunt humbler 
dwellings. 

So says British author and 
historian Peter Moss, after 
sifting ghost stories from 
across the British Isles. 

He also says one-third of 
(he haunting* he has investi 
gated were reported to have 
taken place in broad day¬ 
light. 

Moss concludes that the 
c< in temporary ghost is bolder 
than the “classical" ghost, 
which “disdains to appear 
anywhere but in the castles 
. and mansions of the great’’ 
and always at night. 

How widespread is a belief 
In ghosts? 

Moss says “belief in the 
supernatural was never 
Ntronger than it is today." 

He gives his conclusions in 
a book recently published 
under the title Ghost over 
Britain. 

Moss, author of ,20 books, 
started a modern ghost-hunt 
by advertising in news 
papers, asking people with 
recent experiences of the su¬ 
pernatural to get in touc h 
with him. 

The response was over¬ 
whelming. 

The people who responded 
cut across all the divisions of 
age. class, education, occu 
pation and geography. Moss 

said. 

From the mass of material. 


Moss selected SO experiences 
of the supernatural which are 
related in the book. He says 
all but a few of them are 
totally original and never be 
fore related. 

The most peculiar location 
reported for ■ ghost is the 
public lavatory attached to a 
bus station. 

Even more surprising was 
the fact that the ghost was in 
the dress of a Puritan. 

The book presents ghosts of 
men. women and children, 
some kindly, most neutral, a 
few malevolent. 

A ghost is not often malevo 
lent, said Moss, but is often 
neutral, “appearing errati 
< ally as if it had some fixed 
psychic routine to perform, 
whether it had an audience or 
not." 

There Is the story of a 
phantom headless cyclist 
said to have been viewed*in 
Northampton on a snowy 
night in 1940, with a phantom 
car advancing inexorably on 
him. 

Two years later in a nearby 
bar. the man who claimed to 
Have seen the apparition was 
telling his tale. The story 
made little impression on the 
customers until an old man, 
who for many years had been 
the local gravedigger, spoke. 

He said: 

“That must have been old 
... I buried him about 25 years 
ago. There was deep snow at 
the time and he was knocked 
off his bike just by the ( 


tery gates. 

“In the crash, his head was 
lorn off his body."

Humanity sails 
this fools’ ship

The library of a newspaper 
mightn't strike mere mortals 
as a likely source for a stage 
comedy. As for the rest of us 
who pay the rent by making 
deadlines, the library is al¬ 
most as crazy a place as the 
newsroom. But then we al¬ 
ready have Front Page and 
more recently The Lou Grant 
Show to prove that point. 

And for what it’s worth, I 
I’ve met most of the charac¬ 
ters that people Michael 
Frayn's Alphabetical Order. 
now being given a friendly 
exposure at Langham Court. 
But then again, you have, 
too, in places far removed 
from a newspaper library. 

All sorts of lost souls from 
the newsroom fall into the 
most dishevelled library 
imaginable, overseen by a 
rather frenetic earth mother, 
Lucy, who just might have 
been one of the Chelsea dol¬ 
lies of a decade earlier. And 
for all their eccentricities 
they are a lovable lot — 
something the cast admitted¬ 
ly does overwork. But Frayn 
has something a little more 
in mind than trotting out yet 
another ship of fools. There 
is a compassion to his vi¬ 
sion that goes beyond the 
idea of “we re all in this to¬ 
gether.” His people are 
trapped within the confines 
of a British provincial daily, 
but it could be any institu¬ 
tion.They irrverently taunt 
both the paper and their own 
involvement. When a young 
girl arrives to put the library 
in order, they are initially in 
awe but ultimately frightened 
by her blind adherence to 
order, which extends beyond 
putting the right clipping in 
the right file folder. 

Ironically, when the paper 
goes belly-up, they are both 
lost and accepting. It is young 
Leslie who states, “But we 
shan’t accept that, shall we?” 

It's difficult to pinpoint just 
where directors Barbara and 
Michael Meiklejohn lost hold 
of the play. The suspicion is 
that they took a too- studied 
approach which slowed up 
the pacing and generally took 
the freshness. 

There is a deliberateness 
to it all — everyone working 
very hard to show just how 
bizarre they are — which just 
doesn’t allow for any sense of 
“us against the world.” 

For example, Denis John¬ 
ston brings so much studied 
vagueness to his John, the 
academic on a downhill slide 
to the newsroom, that he 
makes the character more 
annoying than amusing. 
Brian Lenton succeeds in 
turning Wally into a bore 
with a string of rather uni¬ 
maginative jokes, but never 
finds the obv iously frightened 
underside of the character. 
Alan Clews leaves little doubt 
why the rest might find Geof¬ 
frey a pain in the backside, 
but there is more to the char¬ 
acter which should elicit our 
understanding, t 
Alex Cumming/ withrltttle 
more than a sedfcs of grunts 
and montfsyipKrles, finds 
more than jusUa^laconic Ar¬ 
nold. There is the suggestion 
that there is a man there who 
feels and has made his own 
compromises. Helen Smith, 
too, brings the same feel to 
her superficially, delightful- 
lydotty Nora. 

Gretchen Krich is the young 
and disturbingly efficient 
Leslie, who succeeds in tidy¬ 
ing up both the library and, 
momentarily, a few of the 
people in it. It’s an adequate 
try at a part which requires a* 
more unassuming air to b$f 
effective.

Jabour said the society is 
studying the issue and will 


make a report in April, but he 
couldn’t wait that long. 

The ads announce the open¬ 
ing of his legal clinic in North 
Vancouver, offering “legal 
services at prices middle in¬ 
come families can afford.” 

A range of prices are 
named, including $195 for an 
uncontested divorce, $175 for 
the purchase of a home and 
$35 for a simple will. The ad 
says the prices are up to 50 
per cent lower than those 
which generally prevail in 
the profession. 

Jabour said he advised the 
law society of his intentions 
and received no guidance.

Cosmos: Hot find in the Arctic 

U.S. adventurers stumble on remnants of Soviet satellite 


EDMONTON (CP) - Two 
young U.S. adventurers on a 
private expedition across 
Canada's sub-Arctic barrens 
stumbled across remnants of 
a fallen nuclear-powered So¬ 
viet spy satellite that has 
been the focus of a military- 
scientific search in the 
Northwest Territories for the 
Inst week. , 

The metal fragments were 
tmmd Saturday by Mike Mob¬ 
ley and John Mordhorst, 
members of an expedition 
heeded by a former Brent¬ 
wood College teacher. 

Robert Common, who or¬ 
ganised the team, taught at 
the school from 1973 to 1976. 

The fragments had gouged 
out a crater in the snow and 
ice on a river in the Thelon 
Game Sanctuary 1,500 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of here — 
vividly marking one of three 
locations where searchers 
said debris from the satellite 
had been definitely identi¬ 
fied. 

At the other two locations, 
radiation has been detected 
by instruments, but debris 
has not yet been visually 
found. They are near each 
other about 25 kilometres 
north-northwest of the tiny 


community of Fort Reliance, 
on the northeastern tip of 
Great Slave Lake. A ground 
search of the Fort Reliance 
area, by foot and on snowmo¬ 
bile. started Monday. 

The. Cosmos-954 satellite, 
carrying about 100 pounds of 
enriched uranium, plummet 
ed from orbit early last Tues¬ 
day. It was tracked into an 
area stretching 700 kilo¬ 
metres from the northeastern 


tip of Great Slave Lake to 
Baker Lake. 

The satellite's drop to earth 
m Canada’s sparsely inhabit 
ed North touched off an aerial 
search with sophisticated 
electronic l^jiiation-detec- 
tion equipment. 

The search. Operation 
Morning Light, is a Canadi¬ 
an-controlled effort Involving 
Hercules cargo aircraft, heli¬ 
copters and Canadian Forces 


nuclear accident support 
teams. Most of the detection 
equipment came from the 
U.S., as did more than 100 
scientists and technicians. 

The search force, with its 
operational headquarters at 
CFB Namao, faced the gar¬ 
gantuan task of finding satel¬ 
lite debris over a virtually 
unpopulated area the size of 
Switzerland. 

The detection gear on the 


Hercules aircraft did zero in 
on radiation levels that indi¬ 
cated possible debris sites. 
But it was two men on a dog 
sled — both unaware that a 
satellite had fallen — who 
found the first pieces of the 
shattered Soviet space vehi¬ 
cle. 

Mobley. 26. of Mesa, Ariz., 
and Mordhorst. 28, of Rock 
Island. III., and four compan¬ 
ions had started a 15-month

Arena ice hot 
in Tel dispute 


As marathon talks contin¬ 
ued Monday in an effort to 
end the 6H-day-old B.C. Tele¬ 
phone Co. lockout-strike, the 
dispute was presenting a 
major problem for the Cana¬ 
dian figure skating champi¬ 
onships, due to open in Vic¬ 
toria Wednesday 

The possibility that Memo¬ 
rial Arena would have to go 
without the extra phones and 
equipment needed for the 
event was leaving officials 
*in a bit of a tizzy*” the Colo¬ 
nist was told. 

Employees of the arena, 
members of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 
have reportedly indicated 
that they wouldn't work if 
B.C.Tel supervisors installed 
the equipment. Among other 
things, this would mean a 
halt to icemaking, sources 
said. 

A spokesman for those pre¬ 
senting the championships 
said Monday delicate nego¬ 
tiations were being carried 
out with the Telecommunica¬ 
tions Workers Union in the 
hope that arrangements 
could be made for the extra 
installations. Union officials 
were not available for com¬ 
ment. 

Exceptions have been 
made by the union in cases of 
“special” need. 

Most of the extra equip¬ 
ment is required to accom¬ 
modate the small army of 
media representatives on 


hand for the national compe¬ 
titions. 

The spokesman denied a 
report that Premier Bennett 
had been approached for a 
solution to the problem, but 
said government officials had 
been contacted. The answer 
was brief and to the point: 
The province has no say in a 
dispute that falls under feder¬ 
al jurisdiction. 

Negotiators from the^TWU 
and**.C. Tel have been meet¬ 
ing with federal mediator 
Mike Collins since Friday to 
try to reach a contract set¬ 
tlement based on the recom 
mendations of B.C. Supreme 
Court Judge Henry Hut- 
cheon. Hutcheon, latest of 
four persons to try to find a 
solution, made his recom- 
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operation were not yet known, 
but a careful record was being 
kept, and so far they were 
“rather significant.” 

Allan McKinnon (PC—Vic¬ 
toria) asked whether ap¬ 
proaches had been made to 
Moscow under the terms of an 
international treaty requiring 
the country that launched a 
satellite to pay for its recov¬ 
ery and return. 

Danson said the owners, 
knowing the terms of the trea¬ 
ty. “will meet their responsi¬ 
bilities as was indicated by 
the Soviet ambassador to the 
department of external af¬ 
fairs.” 

After the satellite crashed 
to earth last Tuesday, the So¬ 
viets offered to send technical 
help to Canada to aid efforts to 
find any debris from the 
spacecraft, but the offer was 
not accepted. 

President Carter, calling 
for more rigid precautions 
among all countries, said the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union should try to develop a 
“sure-fire” safety system to 
keep such nuclear-powered 
satellites from falling to earth 
ocjnto the atmosphere. 

“If we cannot evolve those 
fail-safe methods, then I think 
there ought to be a total prohi¬ 
bition against earth-orbiting 
satellites,” Carter said. “I 
would favor at this moment an 
agreement with the Soviets to 
prohibit earth-orbiting satel¬ 
lites with atomic or radiation 
material in them.” 

Carter said the Russians 
had told him their satellite 
was designed to be destroy ed 
during its fall and that it 
would not explode. 

Danson also said Monday in

Prisoners’ goodwill 
for food, cigs, drugs 


NEW WESTMINSTER. 
B.C. (CP) — Five hostage 
takers at the British Colum¬ 
bia Penitentiary were given 
food, cigarettes and another 
dose of the drug demerol 
Monday night, said RCMP 
Superintendent Bruce North- 
orp. 

The prisoners were holding 
10 hostages in the visiting 
area of the 100-year-old feder 
al maximum-security institu¬ 
tion. 

Northorp said 100 miligram 
doses given to each prisoner 
were supervised by a doctor, 
a condition that led to a slow¬ 
down in negotiations earlier 
in the day. Demerol is a nar 
colic that alleviates pain 
without loss of consciousness. 

Northorp said that after the 
drugs were provided a meet 
ing was scheduled with two of 
the prisoners. 

The prisoners were given 
two doses of demerol Sunday, 
the first one in exchange for 


the release of two hostages. 
The 100 mg dosage, said a 
spokesman for Vancouver 
General Hospital, was not a 
large amount. 

Asked what police received 
in exchange for the food and 
drugs Monday. Northorp re¬ 
plied: “Good faith from 
them." 

Northorp said the prisoners 
came out one at a time to a 
table in an open area near the 
steps of the prison’s main 
block. 

“They do a little routine 
like we do: take off our jack¬ 
ets and do a 360-degree circle 
to show we’re not armed." he 
said. 

The doctor also looked at a 
wound on prisoner Andy 
Bruce's lower left leg and 
checked a wound in another 
prisoner’s palm.

Girl in *bad place , bad time’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Alan Wildgrube of Richmond 
says he has not been notified 
by police or prison officials 
about his daughter being held 
hostage at the British Colum¬ 
bia Penitentiary. 

Mary Wildgrube, 22, tele¬ 
phoned her father Saturday 
from the maximum-security 


prison after 13 hostages were 
taken in a visiting room by 
five prisoners following an 
aborted breakout. 

* “I don't know what she was 
doing there,” Wildgrube said. 
“She's in a bad place at a bad 
time —those guys play for 

keeps.” 

The 13 hostages had not 


been identified by police, but 
a relative of one of the hos¬ 
tages telephoned a radio sta¬ 
tion and said the hostages 
were Ms. Wildgrube. prison¬ 
ers Robert Dejarlais and 
Dennis Hailes (not involved 
in the escape bid), and visi¬ 
tors Lauri England. Betsy 
Wood. Gay Hoon, Sandra 
Midley. Lauri Hailes (wife of 


Dennis Hailes), Patti Araki, 
Katherine Saumer, Heather 
Bauer. Joy Atkinson and 
Dennis Lavalle. 

Wildgrube said his daugh¬ 
ter was able to phone him 
from inside the prison before

dian Penitentiary Service for 
delays in replying to requests 
from two of the hostage- 
takers to be transferred to 
Archambauit Prison at Ste.

“This is totally false and 
unfounded,” he said, explain 
ing that negotiators received 
such replies “within three 
hours.”

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OTTAWA (CP) — Francis Fox, centre of one 
controversy after another during his 16 months as 
solicitor-general in Prime Minister Trudeau’s cabi¬ 
net, announced his resignation Monday after admit¬ 
ting he illegally helped a womanget an abortion. 

The tall, curly-haired MP, at 38 the youngest in 
cabinet, said in a short, emotional Commons state¬ 
ment that he had “a brief liason with a married 
woman” a few years ago. 


“She subsequently applied 
and secured the required per¬ 
mission for a therapeutic 
abortion." 

Fox said he signed the 
name of her husband on the 
document admitting her to 
hospital, and that this fact 
“has become known in the 
last few days.” 

As a result, he said, he 
discussed the matter with 
Trudeau and resigned last 
Friday. 

Trudeau told reporters out 
side the House that Fox did 
not quit because there was a 
chance he would be black¬ 
mailed. 

Fox entered the Commons 
quickly, surrounded by aides 
and friends, made his short 
statement, then made a hur 
ried exit Uva waiting car. 

There had been speculation 
shortly before he made his 
statement that Fox might re 
sign either on grounds of ill 
health or over yet another 
round of controversy involv¬ 
ing illegal RCMP activities. 

As solicitor general, he w as 
responsible for the national 
police force at a time whem 
they have been under attack 
for illegal break-ins and other 
acts. Currently, there are two 
inquiries into the force, one a 
national royal commission 
under Alberta Judge David 
McDonald, the other a Quc 
bee inquiry led by lawyer 
Jean Keable. 

A spokesman for the Ke¬ 
able inquiry, when told of 
Fox’s resignation declined all 
comment. 

Fox, a lawyer and former 
lecturer in law at the Univer¬ 
sity of Montreal, was mar¬ 
ried in 1965 to the former 
Jean Pennefather. They had 
one son, and Have since se¬ 
parated. 

Fox's mother. Pauline Tas 
chereau. is a member of a 
Quebec family that produced 
a premier of the province and 
a Supreme Court of Canada 
chief justice. 

Trudeau, who rarely 
speaks to reporters except at 
formal news conferences, 
said shortly after Fox's state¬ 
ment the incident made him 
“very sad." 

He described the MP for 
the Montreal riding of Argen- 
teuil-Deux-Montagnes as a 
“young, dynamic and intelli 
gent public servant." 

In his statement Fox said 
he had instructed his lawyer 
to advise Ontario's attorney 
general. Roy McMurtry, “so 
that he may be apprised of 
the matter.” 

A spokesman for 
McMurtry said in a telephone 
interview that the attorney- 
general had not yet been in 
formed. 

Fox's resignation — he will 
be replaced temporarily by 
Justice Minister Ron Bas 
ford — comes at a particular¬ 
ly touchy time for the solici¬ 
tor-general's department. 

The solicitor-general is re¬ 
sponsible for the federal pen- 
niteniarv system.

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Veterans’ last-ditch a ppeal: 

Save gun battery 


The adage that old soldiers never die is 
being taken a step further in Victoria today. 
They not only don't die: They live on to fight 
other battles. 

The mission of the moment has pitted three 
men against various forces of the federal 
government in a last-ditch stand to save a 
Second World War gun battery which sits 
largely unnoticed and seemingly unwanted 
on the Ogden Point pier. 

IPs not very old in comparison with.some 
area fortifications, but to those involved, its 
historic value is unique. 

“This is the final monument to the whole 
concept of coast defence,” Ci.C. D’Arey said 
Friday. “It will never come again. It is the 
end of an era in human development.” 

Some of those who sympathize with the 
goal of D'Arcy, A.E. Sherwin and F.D.H. 
Kelson an* nevertheless afraid the odds are 
stacked against them. The gun emplacement 
has been earmarked for destruction and time 
is running out. Tenders for the demolition are 
returnable Friday to the department of na 
tional defence construction arm in Ottawa. 
Officialdom sees the battery as a burr in the 


side of any' modern shipping terminal that 
will arise to replace warehousing destroyed 
by fire last August. 

They’ve won before 

Not everyone is counting the three Second 
World War officers out. Others who know 
them are quick to point out that they were 
chiefly responsible for the fact that Fort 
Rodd Hill Park came into being. And that, 
too, was no easy fight. 

In 1956, with the war well out of the way, the 
Ogden Point gun placement was declared 
obsolete. It took another year for the same 
label to be hung on Fort Rodd Hill. 

That's when Sherwin, Nelson and D'Arcy 
went to work. A committee was formed to 
preserve the hill and its fortifications as a 
national park of historic interest. Sherwin 
had served as a colonel. Nelson as a lieuten¬ 
ant-colonel and D’Arcy as a captain. They 
weren’t prepared to retreat. After consider 
able work and much pressure, Fort Rodd 
Hill was declared a national historic park in 
1958. It has never looked back. Recently 
Ottawa promised much more money for

restoration work and enlargement of the 
park. 

It was in 1958 that the National Historic,. 
Sites and Monuments Board announced that 
the Victoria-Fsquimall fortifications were 
being declared sites of national historic im¬ 
portance. 

The three men hold that declaration up as 
one of the arguments against destroying the 
Ogden Point gun battery. But others with 
knowledge of the matter say it might not be 
quite that easy. There was another para 
graph to that 1958declaration. It said the Fort 
Rodd Hill area was deemed suitable for 
establishment of a national historic park. 
This, they say, could mean that only the park 
area had any real protection. 

But the three old soldiers believe all of the 
gun placements, including Ogden Point, 
were intended for preservation. 

In a lengthy statement they drafted, they 
say in part: “Beyond the immediate irre- 
placable loss of this unique symbol, itself, the 
damage that may accrue to the ultimate 
overall concept of a ring of small and large 
historic sea front parks from Race Rocks to 
Oonzales Hill (and of which Fort Rodd Hill is 
the natural centre-piece) well might be irre¬ 
trievable in the future; and, surely, the time 
to face the threat and re-state the principle is 
now.” 

And just what is this thing they want to save 
from the wreckers? 

To the eye of the uneducated, it is a drab 
and scarred concrete structure that would 
seem to be serving no purpose out there at the 
end of the pier. It is 50 feet by 30. stands two 
storeys high with a tower jutting up beyond 
that. 

Time and vandals have left their marks on 
it. 

Sadly, relatively few people seem to know 
of its history. A quick survey by a Colonist 
reporter indicated a minority of people ac¬ 
tually know there is an old gun battery on the 
pier Those who didn’t know even included 
some former military people who have lived 
in the area for a long time. 

Sherwin. D'Arcy and Nelson say its value is 
enhanced by the fact it was the last gun 
emplacement built and is one of a kind. 

They describe it in their statement as the 
final mid-20th Century “martello tower” 
development of those “historic relics of the 
Napoleonic era now so carefully preserved 
and highly regarded in Great Britain and in 
Eastern Canada.” 

There should be enough appreciation of 
history to realize it should be preserved for 
future generations, they argue. 

If you ask around for the reason behind the 
emplacement’s death sentence, the unoffi¬ 
cial answer you get is “some major with a 
tidy mind.” 

It isn’t that there really is Mime one major 
planning its demise — just that the term

seems to cover the bureaucratic ways of 
officialdom. 

' Sherwin said in an interview that two 
federal departments come into play. Trans¬ 
port has the pier and is involved in plans to 
build a new terminal. Some time ago it leased 
the end of the pier to national defence. The 
understanding, he says, was that national 
defence would remove the gun emplacement 
when it was considered to be of no further 
use. 

He figures national defence has probably 
buckled under because there's been no wav 
for it to oppose transport. 

‘Negative answer’ 

If you suggest that it sounds like a mess of 
bureaucratic red tape he doesn't disagree. 

“This is the bureaucracy grinding mind¬ 
lessly on,” he says. 

In a sort of 11th hour plea for help. Sherw in 
turned to Allan McKinnon (PC-Victoria X 
McKinnon went after Transport Minister 
Otto Lang. 

In his written reply to McKinnon, Lang 
reminded him of the plans to rebuild the shed 
destroyed by fire. 

“In the interest of operating an efficient 
modern terminal, it will be necessary to have 
complete.freedom of movement around the 
perimeter of the pier for the handling of 
goods and access by emergency vehicles.” 
he wrote. “In the circumstances, it will be 
necessary to remove the concrete structure, 
which you refer to as a Martello tower, at the 
outer end of the wharf. I trust you will concur 
in this proposal, since the port facility users 


are most anxious that the new shed be 
provided as expeditiously as possible.” 

McKinnon didn’t concur. 

In a letter to Sherwin, he said he w as keenly 
disappointed with what he considered a 
“completely negative answer." 

Saying that Lang had left no room for 
argument, he termed the minister's state¬ 
ment as “one of the recent rare occasions 
when the Liberal administration can be 
accused of appearing to err on the side of 
efficiency.” 

But the three old soldiers aren’t about to be 
put off by Otto Lang. They argue that he is 
wrong in suggesting the gun emplacement 
would conflict with reconstruction of the pier 
sheds. 

There is 1.000 feet to work with, they point 
out. And only 30 feet allowance is needed for 
the historic idol of their dreams.

DUNCAN — Residents of North Cowichan and 
Duncan will probably go to the polls June 17 to decide 
amalgamation of the two municipalities. 

This date has been proposed for an amalgamation 
referendum by North Cowichan Mayor George Whit¬ 
taker and Duncan Mayor Ken Paskin, following their 
special meeting at the weekend. 

The two mayors met to follow through on a resolu¬ 
tion adopted at their joint council meeting Jan. 17, 
when they were instructed to form a committee to 
investigate the necessary procedure and to develop 
information for an amalgamation referendum. 

The joint resolution prepared by the two mayors on 
Friday said that the “amalgamation referendum was 
for the purpose of considering total amalgamation of 
the city of Duncan with the corporation of the district 
of North Cowicham 

It was further stated that the committee was to 


provide the respective councils with recommenda 
tions. 

Duncan residents have indicated in the past their 
wish fora referendum, voting-by a 61-per-cent margin 
in favor of the city “further pursuing the issue of total 
amalgamation with North Cowichan.” at an informa 
lion ballot held during last November s municipal 
elections. 

At their weekend meeting, the two mayors appoint 
ed a technical committee of the administrators and 
treasurers of both councils, who will report back to 
the mayors by mid-March. 

At the mid-March meeting, the mayors said, they 
would expand the committee to include two additional 
members from each council, bringing the member¬ 
ship to six. 

The proposed referendum date of June 17 still has to 
be approved by both councils, it was stressed.

QIALICUM BEACH — 
Don McCrae wanted some¬ 
thing constructive, to do with 
hi.s spare time for 18 months, 
so he took the wings from a 
crashed Fleet 80 Canuck, 
added them to a fuselage 
which had never been flown, 
spent a few thousand dollars 
on parts, got a couple of cows, 
and now he has one of the 
neatest looking planes at the 
-Qualicum airport. 

No expense was spared, 
black walnut was used 
around the instrument panel 
and for trim on the doors. 
There is a rich pile carpet on 
the floor McCrae’s neigh¬ 
bor slaughtered a couple of 
cows so he got the hides, had 
them tanned and now they 
line the cabin and have been 
used to upholster the seat in 
this two seat aircraft. 

McCrde did not want to 
scrimp on safety and the 
plane had more than the min¬ 
imum instruments required 
by the ministry of transport. 
In addition to two radios, 
there is an artificial horizon 
so the pilot can tell if he is in 


level flight in clouds. There is 
a magnetic and a gyro com 

pass. 

Another instrument indi¬ 
cates the rate of climb which 
is very rapid with the Can 
uck. especially McCrae's 
which has a 100-horsepower, 
four-cylinder Continental en¬ 


gine. He can git off the 
ground in 100 feet The plane 
is strong enough to withstand 
the strains of aerobatics. 

The engine should be good 
for 2,000 hours before it has to 
be overhauled McCrae fig¬ 
ures he can get about 25 miles 
to the gallon and he reckons 


there is not much difference 
in operating costs between 
his plane and car. He can fly 
at up to loo miles per hour 
and as he travels in straight 
lines, he does not have such 
circuitous paths to get to his 
destination as in his car. 

The cabin has a tinted plex 
iglass roof to improve visibil¬ 


ity. This will be particularly 
useful when flying near busy 
airports. Both the wings and 
the fuselage are covered with 
tightly stretched nylon fabric 
which has been covered with 
about 15 coats of special 
paint. 

The plane was rebuilt and 
assembled under the direc¬ 


tion of George Bignell who is 
a Class B engineer. The en¬ 
gine and all controls have to 
be checked over by two quali¬ 
fied engineers to ensure the 
plane meets ministry of 
transport standards. 

Only 219 Fleet 80 Canucks 
were built and this was just 
after the Second World War. 


They were designed for flying 
instruction and have dual 
controls. McCrae’s plane was 
one of the last to be built and 
was put into service by the 
Vancouver Aero Club in 1918. 
It was involved in a crash in 
May 1956 and was not used 
after that. 


Island pair safe after plane crash 


A plucky Nanaimo couple received only minor 
injuries when their rented Cessna 172 flipped 
while landing Sunday at a private airstrip in 
Central Saanich. 

Pilot Brian Wolfe, 28, and his wife Valerie 
Evelyn, 22, of 316 Kennedy, were the only occu¬ 
pants of the four-seat aircraft which ran into 
trouble at about 11 a.m. at the Butler Ilowroyd 
strip adjacent to Keating Cross Road. 

Central Saanich police said the right wing of 
the aircraft apparently caught a tree during 
landing, causing it to cartwheel at the southern 


end of the runway. The plane, owned by Nanai¬ 
mo Flying Club, overshot the end of the strip by 
170 feet and wound up in an orchard and upside- 
down. The craft, valued between $15,000 and 
$20,000 and considered a writeoff, came to rest 
on property owned by Frederick Graham, 1785 
Verling. 

Wolfe is a self-employed bricklayer who has 
had a pilot’s licence for two years. He has had 
about 200 hours flying time. 

The couple was on a Bight from Abbotsford to 
Victoria and had taken off from the Pat Bay 


Airport Friday but had been advised by airport 
officials that the plane’s radio had quite a bit of 
static and not to bring it back to the airport again 
because of the safety hazard. 

The accident was witnessed by Roy Parrett, 
1708 Carnegie, who notified officials of the mis¬ 
hap by ham radio. 

Parrett praised the speed with which Central 
Saanich police and aU^. Coast Guard helicopter 
arrived.

gation in the Renaissance pe¬ 
riod. He was also respoonsi- 
ble for the mounting of the 
Cook Gallery in tlrc National 
Maritime Museum. 

After joining the Royal 
Navy as an executive cadet 
at the age of 13, he first went 


to sea in 1929. He saw service 
in the Mediterranean, Far 
East, and home waters and 
specialized as a torpedo- 
bomber-reconnaissance 
Fleet Air Arm pilot in 1935. 
He saw war service in home 
waters and the Mediterrln- 
ean and was a prisoner of war 
in Italy and Germany for 
nearly five years. 

He is currently teaching in 
the department of history at 
Simon Fraser University in 
conjuction with the Cook Con¬ 
ference, April 26-29. Other 
lectures on his provincial 
tour will be given in Comox, 
Kamloops, Prince George.

Cosmos: Hot find in the Arctic 

U.S. adventurers stumble on remnants of Soviet satellite 


EDMONTON (CP) — Two 
young U.S. adventurers on a 
private expedition across 
Canada's sub-Arctic barrens 
stumbled across remnants of 
a fallen nuclear-powered So¬ 
viet spy satellite that hu*^ 
been the focus of a mililary- 
scientific search in the 
Northwest Territories for the 
last week. 

The metal fragments were 
found Saturday by Mike Mob¬ 
ley and John Mordhorst. 
members of an expedition 
headed by a former Brent 
wood College teacher. 

Robert Common, who or¬ 
ganized the team, taught at 
the school from 1973 to 1976. 

The fragments had gouged 
out a crater in the snow and 
ice on a river in the Thelon 
Game Sanctuary 1,500 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of here — 
vividly marking one of three 
locations where searchers 
said debris from the satellite 
had been definitely identi¬ 
fied. 

At the other two locations, 
radiation has been detected 
by instruments, but debris 
has not yet been visually- 
found. They are near each 
other about 25 kilometres 
north-northwest of the tiny 


community of Fort Reliance, 
on the northeastern tip of 
Great Slave Lake. A ground 
search of the Fort Reliance 
area, by foot and on snowmo¬ 
bile. started Monday. 

The Cosmos-951 satellite, 
carrying about 1(H) pounds of 
enriched uranium, plummet¬ 
ed from orbit early last Tues¬ 
day. It was tracked into an 
area stretching 700 kilo¬ 
metres from the northeastern 


tip of Great Slave Lake to 
Baker Lake. 

The satellite's drop to earth 
in Canada's sparsely inhabit 
ed North touched off an aerial 
search with sophisticated 
electronic radiation-detec¬ 
tion equipment. 

The search. Operation 
Morning Light, is a Canadi¬ 
an-controlled effort involving 
Hercules cargo aircraft, heli¬ 
copters and Canadian Forces 


nuclear accident support 
teams. Most of the detection 
equipment came from the 
U.S.. as did more than 100 
scientists and technicians. 

The search force, with its 
operational headquarters at 
CFB Namao, faced the gar¬ 
gantuan task of finding satel¬ 
lite debris over a virtually 
unpopulated area the size of 
Switzerland 

The detection gear on the 


Hercules aircraft did zero in 
on radiation levels that indi¬ 
cated possible debris sites. 
But it was two men on a dog 
sled — both unaware that a 
satellite had fallen — who 
found the first pieces of the 
shattered Soviet space vehi¬ 
cle.

Union officials 
were not available for com¬ 
ment. 

Exceptions have been 
made by the union in cases of 
“special” need. 

Most of the extra equip¬

The spokesman denied a 
report that Premier Bennett 
had been approached for a 
solution to the problem, but 
said government officials had 
l)ecn contacted.

President Carter, calling 
for more rigid precautions 
among all countries, said the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union should try to develop a 
“sure-fire” safety system to 
keep such nuclear-powered 
satellites from falling to earth 
or into the atmosphere. 

“If we cannot evolve those 
fail-safe methods, then I think 
there ought to be a total prohi¬ 
bition against earth-orbiting 
satellites,” Carter said. “I 
would favor at this moment an 
agreement with the Soviets to 
prohibit earth-orbiting satel¬ 
lites with atomic or radiation 
material in them.” 

Carter said the Russians 
had told him their satellite 
was designed to be destroyed 
during its fall and that it 
would not explode. 

Danson also said Monday in 
Ottawa that the national de¬ 


fence department and the 
Atomic Energy Control 
Board, a federal regulatory 
agency, would share respon¬ 
sibility for the removal and 
cleanup of debris in the North. 

National defence will pro 
vide the manpower while the 
AECB will direct “radiologi¬ 


cal cleanup operations at the 
impact sites.” United States 
agencies are also expected to 
continue to provide support. 

Other government agencies 
involved in a federal-provin¬ 
cial task force on radioactivi¬ 
ty may be invited to assist, the

NEW WESTMINSTER. 
B.C. (CP) — Five hostage 
takers at the British Colum¬ 
bia Penitentiary were given 
food, cigarettes and another 
dose of the drug demerol 
Monday night, said RCMP 
Superintendent Bruce North- 
orp. 

The prisoners were holding 
10 hostages in the visiting 
area of the 100-year-old feder¬ 
al maximum-security institu¬ 
tion. 

Northorp said 100 miligram 
doses given to each prisoner 
were supervised by a doctor, 
a condition that led to a slow 
down in negotiations earlier 
in the day. Demerol is a nar 
cotic that alleviates pain 
w ithout loss of consciousness. 

Northorp said that alter the 
drugs were provided a meet 
ing was scheduled with two of 
the prisoners. 

The prisoners were given 
two doses of demerol Sunday, 
the first one in exchange for 


the release of two hostages. 
The 100 mg dosage, said a 
spokesman for Vancouver 
General Hospital, was not a 
large amount. 

Asked what police received 
in exchange for the food and 
drugs Monday, Northorp re¬ 
plied: “Good faith from 
them.” 

Northoty said the prisoners 
came out one at a time to a 
table in an open area near the 
steps of the prison’s main 
block. 

“They do a little routine 
like we do: take off our jack 
ets and do a 360-degree circle 
to show we're not armed.” he**

Mary Wildgrube. 22, tele¬ 
phoned her father Saturday 
from the maximum-security 


prison after 13 hostages were 
taken in a visiting room by 
five prisoners following an 
aborted breakout. 

“1 don’t know what she was 
doing there,” Wildgrube said. 
”She’s in a bad place at a bad 
lime — those guys play for 
keeps.” 

The 13 hostages had not 


been identified by police, but 
a relative of one of the hos¬ 
tages telephoned a radio sta¬ 
tion and said the hostages 
were Ms. Wildgrube, prison¬ 
ers Robert Dejarlais and 
Dennis Hailes (not involved 
in the escape bid), and visi¬ 
tors Lauri England, Betsy 
Wood, Gay Hoon, Sandra 
Midley. Lauri Hailes (wife of 


Dennis Hailes), Patti Araki, 
Katherine Saumer, Heather 
Bauer. Joy Atkinson and 
Dennis Lavalle. 

Wildgrube said his daugh¬ 
ter was able to phone him 
from Inside the prison before 
Canadian Penitentiary Ser¬ 
vice officials cut off outside 
calls,. 


dian Penitentiary Service for 
delays in replying to requests 
from two of the hostage 
takers to be transferred to 
Archambault Prison at Stc. 
Anne des Plaines, Que. 

“This is totally false and 
unfounded,” he said, explain¬ 
ing that negotiators received 
such replies “within three 
hours.” 

Northorp said the two pris¬ 
oners. who were not identi¬ 
fied, had tentatively accepted 
a transfer to Millhaven Pris¬ 
on near Kingston. Ont. 

“We have had excellent co¬ 
operation from the Canadian 
Penitentiary Service, includ 
ing Ottawa,” he said, “and it 
disturbs me that such reports 
could emanate from that 
area as it may cause the hos¬ 
tage-takers to come to the 
belief that someone is fooling 
around with them and not 
being sincere.”

The five prisoners, includ¬ 
ing convicted murderer 
Bruce, attempted to escape 
from the visiting area of the 
prison Saturday, but failed. 
They overpowered an un 
armed guard, then took 11 
visitors and two other prison¬ 
ers as hostages. Three 
women hostages have since 
been released.

prison parking lot Saturday 
after the escape attempt. 
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OTTAWA (CP) — Francis Fox, centre of one 
controversy after another during his 16 months as 
solicitor-general in Prime Minister Trudeau’s cabi 
net, announced his resignation Monday after admit 
ting lie illegally helped a woman get an abortion. 

The tall, curly-haired MP, at 38 the youngest in 
cabinet, said in a short, emotional Commons state¬ 
ment that he had “a brief liason with a married 
woman” a few years ago. 


“She subsequently applied 
and secured the required per¬ 
mission for a therapeutic 
abortion.” 

Fox said he signed the 
name of her husband on the 
document admitting her to 
hospital, and that this fact 
“has become known in the 
last few days.” 

As a result, he said, he 
discussed the matter with 
Trudeau and resigned last 
Friday. 

Trudeau told reporters out¬ 
side the House that Fox did 
not quit because there was a 
chance he would be black 
mailed. 

Fox entered the Commons 
quickly, surrounded by aides 
and friends, made his short 
statement, then made a hur 
ried exit to a waiting car 

There had been speculation 
shortly before he made his 
statement that Fox might re¬ 
sign either on grounds of ill 
health or over yet another 
round of controversy involv¬ 
ing illegal RCMP activities. 

As solicitor-general, he was 
responsible for the national 
police force at a time when 
they have been under attack 
for illegal break-ins and other 
acts. Currently, there are two 
inquiries into the force, one a 
national royal commission 
under Alberta Judge David 
McDonald, the other a Que¬ 
bec inquiry led by lawyer 
Jean Keable. 

,A spokesman for the Ke¬ 
able inquiry, when told of 
Fox’s resignation declined all 
comment. 

Fox, a lawyer and former 
lecturer in law at the Univer¬ 
sity of Montreal, was mar 
ried in 19H5 to the former 
Jean Pennefuther They had 
one son, and have since se 
parated. 

Fox’s mother. Pauline Tas 
chereau, is a member of a 
Quebec family that produced 
a premier of the province and 
a Supreme Court of Canada 
chief justice. 

Trudeau, who rarely 
speaks to reporters except ai 
formal news conferences, 
said shortly after Fox’s state 
men! the incident made him 
“very sad.” . 

He described the MP for 
the Montreal riding of Argcn 
teuil-Deux-Montagnes as a 
“young, dynamic and intelli¬ 
gent public servant. 

in his statement Fox said 
he had instructed his lawyer 
to advise Ontario’s attorncx 
general. Roy Mc-Murtry. “so 
that he may be apprised of 
the matter.” 

A spokesman for 
McMurtry said in a telephone 
interview that the attorney- 
general had not yet been in¬ 
formed. 

Fox’s resignation — he will 
be Replaced temporarily by 
Justice Minister Ron Ba-* 
ford — comes at a particular 
ly touchy time for the solici¬ 
tor-general’s department. 

The solicitor-general is re¬ 
sponsible for the federal pen 
niteniary system. Prisoners

The veil of secrecy that 
surrounds the Clover Point 
sewer outfall project ap¬ 
parently extends to Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis. 

“I get more information 
out of the morning news¬ 
paper than 1 get out of the 
Capital Region Board.’’ 
Curtis said Monday. 

He said he is “being ap¬ 
prised indirectly’’ on what is 
going on with the multi-mil¬ 
lion dollar project, but that 
his department is getting lit¬ 
tle official information. 

"There is a great deal of 
heat but not too much light on 
some aspects of the problems 
out there,” said Curtis. 

He said he is not consider¬ 
ing an inquiry into the prob¬ 
lems of the $12 million Clover 
Point-McMieking project, but 
he could do so if approached 
by either a regional director 
or a municipal council. 

At the moment the outfall 
is simply a regional district 
project, and the department 
is not prepared to interfere. 

“Until it appears a region¬ 
al district is incapable of 
completing a task it has 
asigned itself I would be re¬ 
luctant to unilaterally be¬ 
come involved or see the. 
ministry unilaterally become 
involved,’’ he said. 


He referred specifically to the controversial McMicking 
Clover Point sewer project which is being paid for by 
taxpayers in Oak Bay. Saanich and Victoria. 

However, he pointed out. the chairman of the public 
works committee which is considering the project comes 
from Sooke. while Oak Bay does not even have a.representa 
tive on that committee. 

Decisions on the project are made by the full board and 
members representing seven municipalities and seven 
electoral districts. 

And concerned citizens from Oak Bay were even more 
specific. 

Last year’*s public works chairman (Victoria Aid 
Murray Glazier), who was also an engineer, was removed 
from his chairmanship, and a member of the committee (O^k 
Bay Aid. Shirley Dowell) had been removed from her position 


this year, they said, because they had been asking too 
many questions. 

They felt that regional district chairmen should not have 
the power to appoint committees and committee chairman 
without the consent of the rest of the board. 

Briefs were submitted Monday by Young. Margaret 
Marston for Shoal Bay residents. Mayor Ken Paskin of 
Duncan, Mayor Brian Smith of Oak Bay and Aid. Margaret 
Robertson of the district of North Cowichan. 

There were several similarities. 

The briefs from municipal representatives opposed the 
present system of direct election of regional board repre¬ 
sentatives, and asked that municipalities have the right to 
appoint regional directors. 

At present, they pointed out. the Electorate is confused, 
and sometimes the candidate who tops the poll for the 


region elections fails to win a council seat and does not get the 
regional seat. 

As a result, the regional seat is held by a candidate who 
did not win a regional mandate but did gain a council seat. 

Speakers also felt strongly about the intrusion of regional 
districts into electoral areas to look after municipal matters 
for people who had no municipal government of their own. 

Most speakers asked that decisions be made only by 
those people concerned. 

They wanted the director representing an electoral area 
to make zoning decisions, and they wanted municipal 
ities co-operating in joint ventures to be the only ones to vote 
on those joint ventures. 

North Cowichan Aid. Robertson said she felt that incor¬ 
poration should be mandatory when an area reached a 
certain population level.

Damaged aircraft upside-down at final resting place 

Two survive plane crash 


A plucky Nanaimo couple received only minor injuries 
when their rented Cessna 172 flipped while landing Sunday 
at a private airstrip in Central Saanich. 

Brian Wolfe, the pilot, 28. and his wife Valerie Evelyn, 
22. of 316 Kennedy, were the only occupants of the four 
seat aircraft which ran into trouble at about 11 a m. at the 
Butler Howroyd strip adjacent to Keating Cross Road 

Central Saanich police said the right wing of the 
aircraft apparently caught a tree during landing, causing it 
to cartwheel at the southern end of the runway. The plane, 
owned by Nanaimo Flying Club, overshot the end of the 
strip by 170 feet and wound up upside-down in an orchard 
The craft, valued between $15,000 and $20,000 and 
considered a writeoff, came to rest on property owned by 
Frederick Graham, 1785 Verling. 


Wolfe is a self-employed bricklayer who has had a 
pilot's licence for two years. He has had about 200 hours 
flying time. 

The couple was on a flight from Abbotsford to Victoria 
and had taken off from the Pat Bay Airport Friday but 
were advised by airport officials that the plane's radio 
had quite a bit of static and not to bring it back to the 
airport again because of the safety hazard. 

The accident was witnessed by Roy Parrett, 1708 
Carnegie, who notified officials of the mishap by ham 
radio. 

Parrett praised the speed with which Central Saanich 
police and a U.S. Coast Guard helicopter arrived. 

An investigation was started later Sunday by the 
transport ministry.

Couvelier unable 
to get consensus 


Saanich Mayor Mel Couve- 
lier’s bid for an early resolu¬ 
tion to the vexing question of 
industrial development at 
Royal Oak suffered a setback 
Monday when he was unable 
to obtain from aldermen a 
consensus on several key 
issues. 

Couvelier abruptly ad 
journed a four-hour “work” 
session of council after it be¬ 
came obvious he would not 
get an answer to a most 
basic question: Does the Cap¬ 
ital Region District need any 
more industrial acreage? 

Earlier, regional planning 
director Peter Hammer had 
told council an additional 500 
acres of land for industrial 
use would be needed in the 
region over the next 20 years. 

He warned, however, a $5 
million outlay of public funds 
might be needed to make the 
proposed 128-acre develop¬ 
ment attractive and viable. 

“The industrial zone you 
are proposing is beautiful.” 
he said. “But who can afford 
it?” 

Hammer said there would 
have to be public partnership 
to make the proposal viable. 

The projected costs were 
too high and there would be a 
severe marketing problem. 

There is, he said, a scarcity 
of reasonably-priced land in 
the region. “This is the main 
detriment to industry locat¬ 
ing here.” 

Hammer said the proposed 
industrial zone was neces¬ 
sary and justified “but it has 
to be brought on the market 
at a competitive price.” 

He estimated fully-ser¬ 
viced land at Royal Oak 
would sell for between $3 and 
$4 a square foot. “If the cost 
exceeds $2.50 a square-foot 
there has to be some form of 
subsidy — an underwriting of 
costs — or else it’s an iffy 
situation.” 

Hammer said for the Royal 
Oak land to be a viable entity 
the taxpayers would have to 
subsidize it to the tune of $1 a 
square-foot. 

The Royal Oak Community 
Association's compromise 
plan to allow the industrial 
zone to go ahead on a scaled- 
down basis was rejected by 
both municipal planner Gil 
I^aurenson and engineer Clif¬ 
ford Warren. 

Cost of serv icing the area, 
estimated by Warren at $44.- 
000 an acre, would jump to 
between $00,000 and $80,000 
an acre if the project was 
scaled from 150 to 100 acres. 

The association has pro¬ 


posed 30 acres be added to the 
existing 70 acres of industri¬ 
al-commercial land to ac¬ 
complish the 100-acre zone. 

The ratepayers also pro¬ 
posed the 30 acres being 
added would come from land 
west of Glanford between 
Mann and Kay. 

Warren said the compro¬ 
mise proposal could not be 
supported because the size 
and location proposed would 
result in a dramatic cost in¬ 
crease and would not relieve 
pressures on transportation 
routes in the Glanford-Vanal- 
man area. 


Laurenson said council 
should make a decision on the 
controversial issue because r 
he did not want his staff 
spending any more time on 
the proposal. He urged coun¬ 
cil to make a decision on 
whether the matter should go 
to a public hearing. 

Aid. Howard Sturrock said 
the financial risks facing the 
municipality regarding ser¬ 
vicing the land were too high. 

“I don’t feel this is the best 
type of industrial develop¬ 
ment or job-creating deal for 
Greater Victoria,” he said. 


Students back 
funds plea 
by Camosun 


Camosun College council can count on support from its 
students in protesting the college’s obsolete and cramped 
facilities, council chairman Janet Baird was told Monday 
afternoon. 

At a student society meeting attended by about 30 stu¬ 
dents, the students voted unanimously to begin planning 
a protest at the legislative buildings in March if the pro¬ 
vincial government does not keep its promise to come 
up with funds to purchase or lease the college’s Lans- 
downe campus by that time. 

The lack of official tenancy at the campus has prevented 
the college from carrying out some much-needt'd renova 
lions, including about $500,000 worth of work to meet 
fire protection standards. 

Mrs. Baird told the students they should wait until 
the end of February before conducting their protest. 

“People are thinking ‘let’s give the minister a chance, 
he has said publicly that he would divvy up by the end of 
February.’ R would be sort of like kicking a man when he's 
down” to protest earlier than that, Mrs. Baird said. 

Student society president Al Ross said after the meet 
ing that students find the Lansdowne .facilities “deplor 
able.” 

‘They’re largely the reason we’re getting a third rate 
education. The library is inadequate* students have to 
study in the hallways, and the library is not open on 
weekends because of lack of funds.” 

The students are protesting more than just the ab¬ 
sence of a lease or title to the campus, Ross said: Fire 
safety, health hazards such as the lack of washrooms in 
the cafeteria, and “niggardly funding" in comparison with 
other post-secondary institutions are issues as well. 

Pointing to an education ministry announcement of 
$35 million in capital funds for the province’s three uni¬ 
versities, Ross said “all we re looking for is a lousy 
half million to bring this building up to fire standards.” 

“If UVic can get $6 million for a law building, why can't 
^we get a washroom?”

. talks revolution

The eyes are dark, sincere. 

The voice is flat, unemotional, heavily-at 
rented. 

It comes from a six-foot, crewcut black 
man wearing conservative clothes and car 
rying within him suppressed anger. 

The audience of about 50 pt‘ople. mostly 
middle-aged with a smattering of universi 
ty intellectuals and racial minorities, give 
him a coolly polite reception. 

The words are revolutionary. The kind of 
words that spark bloody guerrilla wars 
and engender hatred between peoples. 

The venue was Grace United Church — not 
the community hall mentioned in the no¬ 
tice of meeting, but the sanctified area itself. 

The speaker was Aaron Hiuanua Shihepo. 
deputy secretary for foreign relations of 
the South-West Africa People’s Organiza 
tion. 

SWAPO is a movement fighting an increas 
inglv bloody guerrilla war in what is now 
generally referred to as Namibia. 

He spoke of the injustices perpetrated on 
his people by the hated occupiers of his 
homeland, “the Boers" (South Africans) 

He spoke of the inevitable outcome of the 


war of liberation being fought by Nami 
bian “freedom fighters.’’ 

Behind him stood the cross that-^pbcfli/es 
Christianity, the establishmcntYnd peace 
But the speaker, and many'of the major 
churches in Canada today, believe the cause 
is just — just enough that they support the 
use of force if necessary to ensure the 
right to self-determination of all peoples 
Not too long ago. the churches went hand in 
hand with the establishment in the Western 
world, but today they’re tied closely into Afri¬ 
can, Asian, South American — and even 
Canadian — revolutionary movements in 
the name of human rights. 

The territory, annexed by Germany in the 
1800s but turned over to South Africa to 
administer after the First World War, was 
once thought to be nearly worthless, but is 
now known to be rich in diamonds, uranium 
and base metals. 

According to Shihepo. about 1.3 million 
people inhabit the Labrador-sized area, 
which is largely desert, and all but eight per 
cent of them are black. It is held in a vise-like 
grip by 50,000 South African police, despite a 
1971 World Court ruling and several United 
Nations resolutions ending South Africa’s 
mandate to administer iL 


Shihepo is accompanied on a Canadi 
an tour by Lillien Emvula. secretary of 
the SWAPO women's council, to make Cana 
dians aware of what is going on so they will 
pressure the Canadian government to be 
more forthright in its dealings with South 
Africa. 

South Africa is balking in discussions with 
Canada, the U.S.. U.K., West Germany 
and France, on withdrawing its troops from 
the territory . 

During an interview at a genteel colonial- 
style home on Victoria Avenue in Oak Bay be¬ 
fore the night's meeting. Shihepo reeled off a 
list of demands that SWAPO wants before it 
will agree to quit fighting and participate in a 
United Nations-supervised general election. 

• Release of all political prisoners. He 
estimated South Africa is holding more 
than 400 SWAPO workers in cells in Na'mibia 
and South Africa. 

• Respect of Namibia's territorial mtegri 
ty. He charged that the white su pe om ist re¬ 
gime has annexed Walvis Bay. the coun¬ 
try’s only port, and Is moving to break 
the country up into hantuetana just aa it is In 
South Africa. 

• Withdrawal af aU South African troops 


Shihepo said although South Africa ap 
pears to be complying with demands that it 
eventually quit the territory, it is in fact 
toughening its grip on the country. 

“We have a great responsibility to the 
Namibian people and have to struggle to fight 
for independence which can be enjoyed by 
Namibian people irrespective of oolor, race 
or creed.” 

Asked about the size of the force of freedom 
fighters that is harassing South African 
troops, he smiled and replied only that “it is 
sufficient to carry the struggle to its logi¬ 
cal end.” 

And what kind of government will Namibia 
have when and if it is liberated? 

"The final say on the form of government 
will be determined by the Namibian peo¬ 
ple after the struggle is won.” 

Did that mean they would get to vote on a 
constitution drafted by SWAPO, an ad¬ 
mittedly socialist-oriented organization? 

“That has not been decided. We are con¬ 
cerned now with the struggle.” 

Thanked for his time during a day so busy it 
tired out his female countrywoman be¬ 
fore the night meeting, Shihepo merely 
shrugged and said. 

“It’s my duty.”
